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DIRECTIONS. 

The manner in which this book is to be used almost explains 
itself. It is intended for children who have not yet learned to 
read; it is, of course, to be read to them — a short portion at a 
time — with a pause at the end of each question, to give time to 
the child to form and give an answer. 

In many cases where the answer to the question is not obvious, 
or where it consists of a matter of fact which the child is not sup- 
posed to know, the reply is given in the book, and in these cases 
the answer as well as the question is to be read. A sufficient 
pause is, however, to be made after the question is asked to allow 
the child to reply, if he will. If he replies, what is said is to be 
received instead of the answer in the book, or the form of the an- 
swer in the book is to be modified so as to connect with the reply 
which he himself has given. Thus : 

In the first lesson occurs the following question and answer : 

What has the girl in her left hand 1 Some work. 

This would become, as read to a child, something like this : 
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Mother. What has the girl in her left hand 1 

Child. Sewing. 

Mother. Yes, it is sewing. It is some work. 

This is important to be observed ; for if the mother takes no 
notice of the answer of the child, but simply reads after it the an- 
swer of the book, the child will suppose that his answer, for some 
reason or other, was wrong, and will become discouraged. 

Sometimes the answer given by the child will really be wrong. 
In this case the error must be gently corrected. As, for example : 

Mother. What has this child in her left hand 1 
Child. Her needle and thread. 

Mother. Yes, she has her needle and thread in her hand, hut not in her left hand. 
Her needle and thread arc in her right hand. Her work is in her left hand. 

In many cases where the answer of the question, though not 
obvious, is a matter of judgment, or taste, or opinion, the reply is 
left to the child, in order that the task of framing a reply may ex- 
cite its imagination and exercise its thinking powers. In these 
cases, give the child full time to consider the question, and then 
comment gently and encouragingly on the answer he gives, so as 
to draw out his thoughts and ideas in fulL 

The great secret in using the book, so as to make it really a 
means of development to the little pupil, is to go very slowly with 
it, so as to give full time for the mind of the child to act on all 
the points presented to its consideration. To this end, in all 
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cases, when you have read a question, give the pupil time to con- 
sider his answer. Hear all that he has to say. Encourage him 
to dwell on all the ideas and thoughts that present themselves as 
long as he pleases. In other words, the teacher vmi^i follow the 
workings of the pupil's mind rather than lead them ; his own 
function and that of the book being only to suggest topics of 
thought, and give a general direction to the train of ideas arising 
from them. 

The book, used in this way, will prove, as the author trusts, of 
great value to the mother as well as to the child, by opening to 
her a view more clear and fiiU than can easily be otherwise ob- 
tained of the workings of the infantile mind — of the extent of its 
powers, the state of its knowledge, and the character of its con- 
ceptions and ideas. This knowledge is of the greatest possible 
importance and value to every parent who desires to act under- 
standingly in the work of developing and forming the minds of 
lier children.

What do you suppose the girl is think- 
ing of about the kitten ? She is wondering whether the kitten 
thinks that the ball is a mouse. Do you suppose that she thinks 
it is a mouse ? Do you suppose she thinks it is alive ? Do you

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suppose she thinks any thing about it at all ? Can a kitten think V 
Can a child think ? Can you think ? 

Look at the window. Now shut your eyes. Can you think 
how the window looks while your eyes are shut ? Can you think 
how a baU looks rolling upon the floor ? Can you think how the 
kitten looks, playing with the ball, beyond the margin of the pic- 
ture ? I am glad that you can think.

What do you see in this next picture? How many persons 
are there in it ? Do you see the boy ? What is he doing ? Do 
you see that he is looking at something on the floor ? What is it 
that he is looking at ? It is a balL 

What is the shape of a baU? WiUabaUroll? Will aU round 
things roll ? Will square things roll ? 

The boy is looking at the ball, and is trying to find out what 
makes it roU.^^ 

Will a ball roll of itself on the floor ? No, it will not roll un- 
less we push it. Will it roU down a slope without being pushed ? 
Why will it roll down a slope without being pushed and not upon 
a level floor ? 

Which is the largest, the man or the boy ? Which do you 
think is the oldest ? What makes you think that the man is the 
oldest? 

What else do you see in this picture ? Do you see a chair ? 
Do you think that that is the- man's. chair or the boy's? What 
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makes you think that it is the man's chair ? Do you see the ta- 
ble ? Do you think that we see the whole of the table or only a 
part of it ? How many legs has a table ? Are there any tables 
in this room?* How many? Are there any chairs? How 
many ? Are there any chairs in this room like the chairs in the 
picture ? 

Do you see any thing on the table? What is it? Can you 
see the whole of the book ? 

What has the old man got in his hand ? Why does he have 
a cane ? Does the boy need a cane ? Why not ? 

Do you see the pretty little cupboard in the corner of the room ? 
And all the things in it on the shelves ? How many shelves are 
there in the cupboard? Does the cupboard stand on legs like 
the chair and the table ? What do you think keeps it up, then ? 
It is fastened against the wall with nails ; and, besides, there is a 
support beneath it. Do you see the support ? 

" Do you see the pictures upon the wall ? How many pictures 
are there ? Which is the largest of the pictures ? - Do the pic- 
tures stand on legs like the table and chair ? Do you think that 
they are fastened against the wall like the cupboard ? No, they 
are hung upon the wallg by cords ? 

Will any .thing else roll besides a ball? Yes, any thing that 
is round will roll. A piece of money is round one way, and it 
Avill roll as long as it keeps up on its round edge, but when it falls 
down upon its flat side it will not roll any longer, f 

Will a book roll ? Will a wheel roll ? Here is a picture of a

coat off? Do you see his coat any where in the picture ? What 
else is there on the wheel-barrow ? Is this in a town or in the 
country ? What makes you think it is in a town ? 

I see some other persons in the picture. Do you see them ? 
What are they doing ? 

How many legs has the wheel-barrow? What else does it 
stand upon when it is still besides its two legs ? Why do they 
have a wheel at one end of it ? Is a wheel any better than a leg 
would be for standing ? Is it any better for going ? Do the legs 
of a wheel-barrow do any good when the wheel-barrrow is going ? 
Do they do any good when it is standing still ?

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Ah! here is the picture of a very big animal, 
name of this animal ? The rhinoceros.

Do you think the rhinoceros can fly ? What makes you think 
that he can not fly ? Do you think that he can jump up and run 
about much ? What makes you think that he can not ? Does 
he look slender and light, or large and heavy ? Do you think he 
can walk ? What makes you think he can walk ? 

How many legs has he ? Are his legs large or small ? Do 
you see his toes ? Has he any horns ? How many horns has 
he? Where does his horn grow? Do you think it is sharp? 
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What is the horn for ? The rhinoceros defends himself with it 
from his enemies. If any other animal comes to attack him, he 
hooks them with his horn. 

Do the horns of an- 
imals generally grow 
from the end of the 
nose ? No, they gen- 
erally grow from the 
top of his head. Do 
you see horns in this 
picture? Where do 
they grow ? Tell me 
what kind of horns 
they are. They are 
branching horns. 

What is the name 
of this animal ? It is 
a deer. Is the deer 
looking at us ? Is the rhinoceros looking at us ? Which do you 
think can run the fastest, the rhinoceros or the deer ? Why ? 
Can a dog run fast ? Can a cow run fast ? 
What animals can you think of that have horns V What ani- 
mals can you think of that have no horns ? Do you know of any 
very small animals that have horns ? Why do not small animals 
have horns ? Because they could not strike hard enough with 
them to defend themselves from their enemies if they had them. 

Now we will turn over the leaf and see the picture of another 
animal. 
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What animal is this a 
picture of? What has the 
horse got on his back? 
A pack-saddle, and things 
upon it. What is that 
which lies on the pack- 
saddle, and hangs down at 
the side ? It is a pair of 
saddle-bags. What is that

What makes you 
think that the horse is the strongest ? Which can go fastest, a 
horse or a man ? How many legs has a man ? How many arms ? 
How many limbs has a man, then, in all ? Count your limbs, and 
see if there are just four. How many legs has a horse ? How 
many arms ? How many limbs, then, has a horse in aU ? 
Which has the most legs, a horse or a man ? 
Has the horse more limbs in all than the man ? Which would 
you rather have, four legs like the horse, and be able to run as 
fast as he, or only two legs and two hands ?

Has the grasshopper any 
wings ? Show me the wings of 
the grasshopper in the picture. 
And now here is a picture of a 
butterfly. Has the butterfly any 
wings ? What kind of wings are 
they ? They are large and spot- 
ted. Which has the largest 
wings, the grasshopper or the 
butterfly? Which can fly thq 
best? 
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Here is the picture of a shop. How many persons are there 
in it ? Are they both at work ? Do you see the tools ? 




What is the man sitting upon ? What is the boy sitting upon ? 
Why does the man sit near the window ? Can you see what the 
man is making ? Can you see what the boy is making ? I think 
he is making a sled. What is he doing just at this moment ? 
He is boring a hole. What is he boring a hole with ? With a 
gimlet. People bore small holes with a gimlet, but they bore 
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large holes with an auger. There is an auger in the picture. Do 
you see it ? It lies across another tool on the floor. There are 
some saws, too, in the picture. Do you see them ? 

What else do you see lying on the floor? Do you see the 
broken wheels ? What do you suppose these broken wheels are 
sent to the shop for ? 

By what light is the man working ? By what light is the boy 
working ? Which should you like best to work by, window-light 
or fire-light ? Do you think that is a good fire that is burning in 
the fire-place ? Do you see the light of it shining upon the floor ? 
Does it shine on the boy's sled ? 

What do you think the hole is for that the boy is boring in his 
sled ? I thijik it is to put a cord through, to draw the sled by. 

Do you think this is a good boy or a bad boy ? What makes 
you think he is a good boy? Do you think that is his father 
who is at work near the window? Do you think his father is 
kind to him ? What makes you think he is kind to him ? 

Does a sled have wheels? What does it have in place of 
wheels ? Runners. Do you see the runners of this sled ? Why 
is a sled made with runners instead of wheels ? Because it is 
made to go over snow ; and snow is smooth and slippery, and the 
runners will slide easily upon it. Which should you think would 
be the easiest to make, wheels or runners ? If this boy were to 
attempt to make a wagon, must he have wheels or runners ? Do 
you think that those wheels that are lying on the floor would do 
for his little wagon ? Why not ? * 

Would you like to see this boy drawing his sled over the snow 
when it is done ? If we turn over the leaf we shall see hito.. 
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Do you think this is the same 
boy ? Do you think it is the 
same sled ? What makes you 
think it is the same boy and 
the same sled? Has the boy 
got a string to his sled now ? 

Is the boy walking along, or 

has he stopped ? What do you 

think he is stopping for? Do 

you see any other sled in the 

picture ? Is it larger or smaller 

than the boy's sled ? Do you 

see any difference between the 

large sled and the small sled ? 

Do you see the animals that are drawing the large sled ? What 

animals are they ? How many oxen are there ? Do you see that 

one of the oxen has his head turned a little ? What do you think 

he is looking at ? 

Do you see the man standing upon the large sled ? Should you 
not think that he would fall off? Do you see how he keeps him- 
self from falling off? ^ 

What is there on the boy's sled ? A bundle. Should not you 
think that the bundle wQuld fall off? What prevents its falling 
off? Who do you suppose tied it oh ? 

Do you see any trees in this picture ? Are there any leaves on 
them ? What is the reason, do you suppose, why there are not 
anv leaves on them ? 
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THE SHAWL. 

Do you see the little girl in this picture ? What is it that she 
has in her hand ? A shawl. Do you see the lady that is stand- 
ing up, with her bonnet on ? Do you think that the shawl is for 




her ? Why do you think it is not for her ? Do you see the wom- 
an who is sitting in the chair? Do you think the shawl is for 
her ? What makes you think that the shawl is for her ? What 
good will it do her ? 

Which do you think is the little girl's mother, the lady who is 
standing up, or the woman in the chair ? Why ? Who do you 
think the gentleman is ? Don't you think that they are very kind 
to bring this poor woman such a good warm shawl ? 
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Do you think that they have brought her any thing else be- 
sides the shawl ? Look about the picture, and see if you see any 
thing else that you think they have brought her. 
. Which is best to keep one warm, a shawl or a fire ? Has this 
woman got a fire in her room ? Where is the fire ? Which do 
you think we depend upon most to keep us warm when we are in 
the house, clothes or the fire ? Which do you think we depend 
upon most when we are out of doors? Why are clothes best 
for us when we are out of doors ? Because we can easily carry 
our clothes with us wherever we go, but it would be very incon- 
venient to carry fire. 

Do you think it is winter or summer in the last picture ? What 
makes you think it is winter ? Do you recollect how the lady 
who is standing up is dressed ? Has she a bonnet on ? Has she 
a shawl on ? Has she any thing in her hands ? 

Do you recollect whether the gentleman who came with the 
lady has his hat on ? Why has he not got his hat on as well as 
the lady her bonnet ? Do gentlemen generally take ofi* their hats 
when they come into a room ? Do ladies generally take off their 
bonnets ? What is the reason why gentlemen take off their hats, 
while yet ladies do not take off their bonnets ? Because the hats 
of the gentlemen come off very easily, while ladies' bonnets do not 
come off easily, being tied with strings. 

Do you see any body else in the room besides the woman her- 
self and her three visitors ? I see the head of a little girl. I can 
just see her head. Do you see it ? 
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THE SILVER BOWL. 

Here is a picture of something standing on' a table. What 
do you think it is ? Yes, it is a bowl — a silver bowl. 

Do you see the handle of 
something rising out of the 
bowl? What do you think 
it is ? What makes you think 
it is a spoon ? What do you 
think is in the bowl besides 
the spoon ? 

What is the difference be- 
tween a bowl and a cup? 
Which usually has a saucer, a bowl or a cup ? What is the use 
of a saucer ? Does a cup usually have a handle ? Does a bowl 
usually have a handle ? Why should not a bowl have a handle 
as well as a cup? Because a bowl is so large that when it is 
fiill it would be too heavy to lift by the handle. 

How, then, do we usually get what is in the bowl to our mouths 
to eat it ? By means of a spoon. 

Do you think this is a pretty bowl ? Do you see the figures 
on the side ? What is the bowl standing upon ? What is there 
upon the table under the bowl? A napkin. The napkin is 
marked on the com6r with the name of the person that the bowl 
belongs to. 

Now we will turn over the leaf, and we shall see a picture of a, 
room with a cup in it. It is on the table. 
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Do you see the cup ? Is there a saucer with it ? What else 
do you see in the picture ? What is the woman doing ? What 
is the boy doing ? Do you think it is winter or summer ? Why ? 
Do you see a clock in the room ? Can you tell me what time it 
is by that clock ? It is a quarter to five. Should you think that 
means a quarter to five in the morning or in the afternoon ? 

Does the woman seem to be intent upon her knitting? Do 
you see the andirons ? Do you think those andirons are made of 
brass or of iron ? What makes you think so ? Can you see the 
wood on the fire ? I see a little book-shelf in the room, with some 
books upon it. Do you see the book-shelf and the books ? 

Do you know what the name of that little girl is ? Her name 
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is Sara. Do you think she is a good girl ? Does she look pleas- 
ant ? 

What has the boy got in his hand? Why does he hold his 
cap in his hand instead of keeping it on his head ? Is it polite 
or impolite for boys to wear their caps when they are in the pres- 
ence of ladies in the house ? 

Do you think this woman is old or young ? Do you think the 
girl is old or young? Do you think the girl might have good 
times running about and playing ? Do you think that the wom- 
an can have good times running about and playing? Do you 
think the woman has a good time sitting still and knitting ? Yes, 
she has a very good time. 

If you lived in that house, should not you be glad that the 
woman could have a good time sitting still and knitting while you 
were running about and playing ? Would it be right for you to 
run about and make a noise near her ? Why not ? Do children 
like to hear a noise ? Do grown people like to hear a noise ? Do 
you expect that when you are grown up you will like to hear a 
noise ? No, you will like to be still. 

Is it right for children to run about, and play, and make a 
noise ? Yes, it is perfectly right, if they do it in right places. 
What are the right times and places for children to run about, 
and play, and make a noise ? When they are out of doors, or in 
a room by themselves where there is no valuable furniture. 

What playthings can you think of that make a noise ? Which 
of these playthings do you like best ? 
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Now here is a picture of a very big dog. Do you know whose 
dog it is ? It is the "butcher's dog. Do you see the butcher any 
where in the picture ? No, we can not see him any where. He 
has gone away, but I know it is the butcher's dog, for I see the 
butcher's things. The butcher has gone away and left his things, 
and the dog is watching them. 

I can see the butcher's block that he chops his meat upon. 
Don't you think it is a very large block ? The butcher has a sort 
of heavy knife or short-handled axe to chop his meat with. It is 
called a cleaver. I see the cleaver lying on the block. Do you 
see it ? Point to it." 

I see something else in the picture that belongs to the butcher. 
It is something on the floor by the side of the block. 

These are all the butcher's things. Where is the butcher ? 
What is the dog staying here for ? Suppose any body comes to 
steal the butcher's things, what will the dog do at first ? He 
will bark at them. Then, if they do not go away, what will he 
do? 

Do you see something about the dog's neck ? What is it ? 
How is the collar fastened ? With a padlock. What is the col- 
lar for ? It is to fasten the chain to, if at any time the butcher 
wishes to chain his dog up. Do you think the butcher's dog is a 
pretty one ? Do you think he is a good dog to watch the butch- 
er's things ? 

Which stays most in the house, a dog or a cat? What is it 
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the business of a cat to do ? To catch mice, or else to drive them 
away. What is it the business of the dog to do ? To watch 
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against thieves, and to defend liifl master. Which is the strongest, 
do you think, a dog or a cat ? Which requires most strength, to 
drive away mice, or to drive away thieves ? Which would you 
rather be if you must be one, a dog or a cat ? Why ? Which 
would you rather be, a dog, a cat, or a bird ? Why ? Would 
you rather be a bird or a child ? Why ? 



FISHING. 

Did you ever see xny body fishing? What do they catch 
fishes with ? A hook and line. What is the line for ? To let 
the hook down into the water, and then to pull the fish up by. 
What is the hook for? To hook into the fish's mouth, and so 
catch him. Does it hurt the fish to pull him out of the water with 
a hook ? Very little. What do you suppose the reason is that 
it hurts him so little ? Because the fish can not feel much. Is it 
right to catch fishes with a hook ? Yes. 

Can fishes live on the land ? Can birds live under the water ? 
Can any birds live on the water? Are there any animals that 
can live on the land and also in the water ? Yes, firogs, seals, ot- 
ters, crocodiles, alligators, and others. 

What do fishes do under the water? They swim about and 
try to find something to eat. What do they find to eat ? They 
find insects and other things that are floating in the water. Can 
fishes see under the water ? Yes ; they have eyes, and they keep 
their eyes always open, and so they can see. Can fishes hear? 
No, I do not think they can hear. 
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Do you see a nmn iisliliig in lliis pond '? Do ' 
you see his pole ? Do you see his line ? Is the 
pole bent? What causes the pole to be bent in 
this way? Because there is a large fish on the book, 
and the man is trying to pull him out. 

Is the man standing on the land or in the water ? 'j 

How do you know that he is in the water ? How "^-^.^^ 
deep is the water where the man is standing ? Do 
you suppose that his feet are wet ? Do you think that the water 
comes up above the top of his boots ? 

What has the man got upon his back ? A basket. How is it 
fastened to his back ? By means of a strap. What do you sup- 
pgse this basket is for ? It is to put his fishes in, if he catches 
any. Do you suppose there aire any fishes in his basket now ? 

Do you think he will catch the fish that is on his hook now ? 
Does that fish seem to come up hard or easy ? Do you think there 
is any danger that the line will break ? If it breaks, what will 
be the consequence? Do you know what consequence means? 
It means the thing that will happen next. What will happen

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next it' the man's line should break ? He would lose the fish and 
his hook too. Do you suppose that he has got any more hooks ? 
Yes, he has got more hooks in a little box that he carries in his 
pocket. 

Now here is the pictui'e of another man fishing. There is a boy 
with him. Can you see part of the pole which the man holds in 
his hand ? Can you see part of the line where it comes down into 
the water ? Can you see the upper part of the pole and the line ? 
Why not ? Because it goes up high, out of the picture. 

Can you see the fish that the man is trying to catch ? Do you 
see his nose just appearing out of the surface of the water ? Do 
you see the boy ? What has he got in his hands ? A pole with 
a net upon the end of it. What is he going to 
do with the iiett He ia going to dip it in the " 
water under tlie fish, and so dip up the fish with it. 
What 19 he doing this for^ Bo that the man may 
not break his line in tiyi^g to f>ull the fish out 
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with the Kne alone. Do you think that is a good plan ? / think 
it is a very good plan indeed. 

Are the man and the boy standing in the water or upon land ? 
Is the water very deep ? Should you like to have a net like that, 
and so dip up fishes with it in a brook ? Perhaps I can make 
you one some day. 

Has this man got a basket on his shoulder too ? How is this 
basket fastened to his shoulder? What do you think the man 
will do with the fish that he is catching, if the boy gets him in 
his net ? Has the man got a hat on ? Has the boy got a cap on ? 
What do you suppose the boy has done with his cap ? I sup- 
pose he has laid it somewhere on the bank of the brook. 

Do you see that the boy has got his trowsers turned up ? How 
high are they turned up ? What are they turned up for ? 

Are his sleeves rolled up too ? How high are his sleeves rolled 
up ?

Do you think this brook is very deep? What makes you 
think it is not very deep ? Is it deep enough for fishes to swim 
in it ? How do you know ? 
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FIRE IN THE WOODS. 



And now comes a pretty large picture. What do yoti see in it ? 
Do you see the fire ? Do you see the smoke curling up fi-om it ? 




Do you think it is winter or summer where these people are ? 
What makes you think it is winter? How many people are 
there ? There are four. How many men ? Who else besides 
the men? A woman. And who else besides the woman? A 
little child. Do you see the little child in the woman's arms? 
Do you think that the woman is the little child's mother ? 

I can see snow upon the ground, and people's tracks in the 
snow. These people have been traveling, and they have got lost, 
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and night has come on, and so they are obliged to stop. What 
do you suppose they have built a fire for ? 

Where do you think they got the wood for their fire ? What 
is the man doing who is standing near the fire ? He is putting 
on more wood. Don't you think the fiire is pretty hot ? 

I see a basket and a hatchet in the picture. Do you see them?

Where 
do you suppose their sleigh is? They left it somewhere in a 
snow drift, I suppose. Do you think that the horse looks tired ? 

Do you like winter or summer best ? Why ? What things 
can you do in the winter that you can not do in the summer? 
What can you do in the summer that you can not do in the win- 
ter ? How do you like best to ride, in a chaise or in a sleigh ? 
Why ? Which do you like best, to play in the snow in the win- 
ter, or to play in a garden among the flowers in summer ? Would 
you like to have it winter all the time ? Would you like to have 
it summer all the time ? Would you like to have it day all the 
time ? Would you like to have it night all the time ? What do 
we do in the night ? What do we do in the day ? What do we; 
do in the morning ? What do we dp at noon ? Wliat do we dq 
in the evening ?

What do you think she 
has been doing with it? 
She has been sweeping the 
mud away from a crossing 
place in the street, and now 
she is asking the man who 
is going by to give her a 
This is all the way she has to earn money. 
Perhaps she has some children at home, and 

has no money to get bread for them to eat but by sweeping the 

crossings of the street, and then asking the people who go by to 

give her some money. T pity her very much. 




little money for it. 
She is very poor. 
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Do you think that if I ever go by that place it would be a good 
plan for me to give her a little money ? How much do you think 
it would be best for me to give her ? Do you think a dollar too 
much or too little ? 

Do you see any houses in this picture? How many do you 
see? Do you think that this woman lives in either of these 
houses ? 

Where do you think that this woman got her broom ? Do you 
think that she bought it, or that she made it herself? Look at 
it, and see if you can see how it is made. It is made by placing 
a number of twigs around the end of a stick for a handle and 
tying them there. Do you think you could make such a broom ? 
How could you get the twigs ? Where do twigs grow ? On trees 
and bushes. Could you cut off small twigs as long as my finger 
from the bushes ? Could you cut off twigs as long as my arm ? 
How long ought the twigs to be to make a little broom for you ? 

Do you think you could find a stick for a handle to your broom ? 
How long ought it to be ? If you had a stick for a handle, could 
you arrange the twigs around it at one end ? How do you think 
that you could tie them there ? By winding a string around them.

Do we have to hold them up when 
we lift them ? Why not ? 

Do you know what this boy is 
looking out of the window for? 
He heard a great noise in the 
street, and he is looking out to 
see what it is. He has left his 
work to look out. Do you think 
he was at work ? Do you see his 
apron ? Why do people wear an apron when they are at work ? 
Do you see this boy's cap ? Don't you think it is a funny cap ? 
What is it made of ? Of paper. Do you think he made the cap 
himself? Is this cap suitable to wear out of doors or only in the 
house ? If this boy should wear his cap out in the rain, what 
would be the consequence ? What does consequence mean ? 

Could you make a cap of paper like this ? Do you think that 
I could make one? 

Would you like to have a paper cap like this ? Would you 
like to have an apron like that which this boy has on ? What is 
the use of an apron ? 
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THE LOG CABIN : INSIDE. 

How many chairs are there in this room where we are ? What 
are chairs for ? Is there any thing else in this room to sit upon 
besides chairs ? How many tables are there in this room ? What 
is a table for ? Which is the highest, the top of the table or the 
seat of the chair V Which is the largest ? Why is the table the 
largest ? 

How does the light come into a room ? How do people come 
in ? Why can not people come in through the windows as well 
as the light ? Why can not the light come in through the door 
as well as tln-ough the window ? How does the smoke from the 
fire go out ? Wliy could not the smoke go out through the door ? 
What is there upon the floor in this room ? Of what use is the 
carpet ? It is soft and pleasant to walk upon, and, besides, it 
keeps the room warmer. 

What is a hearth for? What is it made of? Suppose the 
hearth were made of wood, what would happen? SNippose the 
andirons were made of wood, what would happen when the fire 
was made on them ? They would take fire and bum up. 

What are houses built of? Sometimes they are built of stone, 
sometimes of brick, and sometimes of wood. Must you look at 
the inside of a house or the outside to find out what it is built of? 
Do you know what the house we live in is built of? Sometimes 
houses are built of logs. Such houses are called log cabins. 

Now I am going to turn over the leaf, and show you a picture 
of a room in a house that is built of logs. 
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Here it is. Do you think it is a pretty room ? Do you think 
there is a pleasant fire in the fireplace ? Where does the smoke 
go from this fire ? Can you see the smoke ? Would you like to 
have such a room as this to play in, and would you like to play 
in it before the fire ? 

This is a room in a log cabin. How many chairs are there in 
it ? How many tables ? 




Do you see any thing else in the room to sit upon besides a 
chair ? Who is sitting on the block ? Is the boy looking to- 
ward the fire ? No, he is looking toward his mother. He is 
listening to hear what she is saying to the gentleman. 

Do you think that gentleman has just come in, or that he is . 
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just going away? Do you think he seems to be putting on his 
coat or taking it off? Do you think that the woman is going 
away too ? What makes you think she is not going away ? 

Do you think it is day-time or evening in this picture? I 
think it is evening, because the fire is so bright. Do you think 
it is summer or winter ? Do you think that gentleman would be 
putting on such a warm great-coat if it were a summer evening ? 
Do you think that boy would sit so near the fire if it were a warm 
summer evening ? 

I see a bed in a corner of the room. Do you see it ? I see a 
curious machine too, with a wheel. Do you see it ? Do you 
know what the machine is for ? It is to spin thread with. The 
woman spins with it. She spins the thread out of flax. I can 
see a little bunch of flax on the upright part of the machine. 

Do you see the bed where the woman sleeps ? Look all about 
the room, and see if you can find it ? Is it a wide bed or a nar- 
row one ? Do you think the bed is wide enough for two ? Who 
do you think sleeps in this bed, the woman or the boy ? Then 
where do you think the boy sleeps ? I think he sleeps in a loft 
above. Are there any stairs for him to go up by ? Is there any 
ladder ? Should you think the boy would like to climb up such 
a ladder as that to go to bed ? Do you think he can carry a can- 
dle with him when he goes up ? Not very well. I expect he 
goes to bed without any candles. 

Do you see the square hole in the ceiling where the boy goes 
up ? Should you think that the li^t of the fire would shine up 
through that hole so as to light the loft a little for the boy when 
he goes to bed ? 
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Should you like to see how this log cabin looks on the outside 
of it ? By-and-by you will come to a picture of it, and then you 
will see. Which do you think will be the prettiest picture, the 
outside of the log cabin or the inside ? • 



FATHER GOING AWAY. 



Here is a picture of a father going away. He is bidding his 
wife good-by. His wife looks very sad because he is going away. 
Do you think the children seem very sad ? No, they are busy 
eating their breakfast. 

How many children are there in this family ? Which do you 
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think is the oldest? Which is the youngest? What is the 
oldest one doing? What is the youngest doing? How many 
persons are there in the room in all ? Do you see any living 
thing in the room besides these six persons? Which do you 
think is the prettiest, a black cat or a white one ? 

I see a window in this xpom ; do you see it ? Is any part of 
the window open? Is there a curtain to this window? Does 
the curtain cover the whole of the window or only one part of it ? 
Which part of the window does the curtain cover ? 

I see a basket in this room ; do you see it ? I see a clock. I 
see two bunches of candles hanging up against the walls, but I 
don't think you can find them. Near the candles there hangs 
a warming-pan. Did you ever see a warming-pan? What is 
it for? 

Do you know what this man is going away for ? He is going 
to see if he can not find some work to do, so as to earn some 
money to get moreJbread for his children. Look on the table, 
and see if these children have got as much bread and as much 
milk as they need for their breakfast. No, they have not got as 
much as they need. Look at the one who is standing up. Has 
she got any thing to eat ? Look at the little one who is next to 
her. Has she got any thing to eat? She is holding out her 
hand for her mother to give her some bread, and asking for it. 
The one who is standing up is not asking. She is waiting pa- 
tiently. She knows that her mother will give her some as soon 
as she can, and so she waits patiently. 

When children are very young, they are impatient and fretfiil 
when they have to wait for any thing. When they grow older. 
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they are patient. Are you old enough to be patient when you 
have to wait for any thing? Are babies patient or impatient 
when they have to wait ? Are you a baby ? 



GRINDING THE AXE. 

The next is a picture of two men at work. What do you think 
they are doing? They are grinding an axe. Do you see the 
axe ? Do you see the handle of it ? The man holds the axe by 
the handle. 

Do you see which is the sharp edge of the axe ? Does it look 
very sharp ? How do they grind an axe ? They hold it on the 
edge of a round stone, and the stone is rough, and, as it goes 
round, it wears the iron away on each side of the axe, near the 
edge, and so makes the edge sharp. What makes the stone go 
round? What is such a stone called? A ^grindstone. Which 
of these men, do you think, has been turning the grindstone? 
Which has been holding the axe on the stone ? 

Which do you think is the hardest work, to hold the axe on 
the stone, or to turn the stone round and round ? How does the 
man turn the stone round and round ? By means of a handle. 
Do you see the handle? No, it is not in sight in the picture. 

Do you think that man is tired of turning the grindstone in the 
picture ? Do you think he is warm ? Does it make people warm 
to work hard ? Does it make you warm to run about and work 
hard in a warm day ? 

Which do you think looks the most tired, the man who is hold- 
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ing the axe, or the one who has been turning the grindstone for 
liim? 

Do you suppose that the handle that turns the grindstone is 
fastened to the grindstone itself? No, it is not. It is fastened 
to another wheel that we can not see in the picture. Then there 




is a cord which comes from the other wheel and passes over a 
small wheel by the side of the grindstone. Do you see the small 
wheel ? Do you see the cord passing over it ? Do you see how 
tight the cord is ? It is drawn so tight that it looks straight like 
a stick. It must be drawn very tight, or else it would not make 
the grindstone* go round. 

Have these two men got their coats on or off? What do you 
suppose is the reason that they have their coats off? Has either 
of them got his sleeves rolled up ? Which one ? What is this for ? 
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What is a library ? It is a place where books are kept. Do 
you see the books in this library ? The books are placed upon 
shelves. How many rows of books can you see ? 




Do you see this young man who has his hat on ? He has come 
into the library to get a book. He is looking at some of the books 
to find one that is interesting. Do you see the man who is on the 
other side of the table ? That is the man who has the care of the 
library. He has brought some books to the young man. 

Do you think the books in this library are large or small books ? 
Do you think they are books for grown people or for children ? 
The young man has got one book already. It is in his pocket. 
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I can see one end of it just appearing out of his pocket. If he 
takes another book, then he will have two books to read. 

Do you think this young man is glad that he learned to read 
when he was a boy ? Was it hard for him to learn, do you think ? 
Yes, it is very hard to learn to read. It is very easy to learn to 
understand pictures, but it is hard to learn to read. 

Here is a picture, for example : look at it, and see if you under- 
stand it. What do you 
think it is ? It is a sol- 
dier keeping guard over a 
gun. Do you see the sol- 
dier? Do you see the 
gun ? It is a very large 
gun. Sometimes such 
guns are called cannons. 
It is mounted on a car- 
riage. The carriage has 
trucks. What is a truck ? 
It is a small wheel. Do 
you see the truck of this gun-carriage ? The soldier is keeping 
guard by this gun. A soldier keeping guard is called a sentinel. 
This is a sentinel. 

It is night. How do you think I know it is night ? Do you 
see something bright in the sky ? Suppose it should rain, what 
do you think the sentinel would do? Could he go into any 
house ? No, he would have to remain all night keeping guard, 
even if it should rain. 

What has the sentinel got in his arm? ? A gun. There is

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something strapped to his back. Do you see it ? What do you 
think it is ? It is a box. On which side is the box ? On the 
left side. What do you suppose is in that box ? Powder and 
shot, to load his gun with. 

The sentinel has got something, too, on his right side. I see 
the handle of it. Do you see the handle of it ? What do you 
suppose it is ? 

I think that the place where this sentinel and this gun are is 
near a river. Do you see what it is that makes me think it is 
near a river ? 



THE RIVER AND THE MILL. 

Now here, on this next page, is a very pretty picture of a river 
and a mill. Do you see the river? And do you see the mill? 
Here is a mill-wheel by the side of the mill. The lower edge of 
the wheel dips a little into the water. 

Do you know what it is that makes the wheel go round ? It 
is the water which makes it go round. The water runs very 
swiftly by, and pushes against the lower part of the wheel, and so 
makes it go round. 

There is a window over the shed in the roof of the mill. 
Should not you like to go up to the window and look out? 
What do you think you should see if you were to go up there 
and look out ? 

Do you think you could see the stage and the horses ? Do you 
see the people standing about the stage ? How many people are 
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there standing about the stage? How many horses are there? 
What do you suppose the stage has stopped for ? It has stopped 
to leave the letters at the post-office. Do you see the post-office ? 
It is the small building where the stage has stopped. Did you 
know that in such places as this they bring the letters by the 
stage ? How do you suppose they bring them ? They bring 
them in a bag — a leather bag. When they come to a village, they 
stop at the post-office, and the man who keeps the post-office opens 
the bag, and takes out all the letters that are for the people of that 
village, and he puts in all the letters that the people of that vil- 
lage have written to send away. That is what the stage is wait- 
ing for now. Now tell me what letters is the man who keeps the 
post-office going to take out ? What letters is he going to put in ? 
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How did this stage get across the river? Do you see the 
bridge ? Do you think it is a pretty bridge ? Do you see the 
railings on the sides of the bridge ? What are the railings for ? 

Do you see what keeps the bridge up ? How many posts are 
there ? Did you ever go over a bridge ? Did you ever go under 
a bridge ? 



THE BOAT. 

IS'uW here, on the opposite page, is a picture of some people sail- 
ing in a boat. Did you ever sail in such a boat as this ? Would 
you like to take a sail in such a boat? How many persons are 
there in this boat ? I think one of these persons is lame. What 
do you suppose I see to make me think that one of these persons 
is lame ? How many crutches are there ? 

Which of these persons do you think it is that is lame ? Do 
you think that these crutches would be too large for a boy ? 

What is the boy doing ? He is paddling. What is the man 
doing ? He is rowing. Is rowing different from paddling ? 
What is the thing called that the boy is paddling with ? A pad- 
dle. What are those things called that the man is rowing with ? 
Oars. How many hands does it take for one paddle? How 
many hands does it take for one oar ? Don't you think that is a 
very pleasant place where the boat is going ? 

Do you see the bank of the stream ? What is growing on the 
bank ? Do you think that bank would be a pleasant place to 
run about on and play ? Which would you rather do, run about 
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and play among the trees and shrubs on the bank, or take a sail 
in the boat ? 




How do they make the boat go along ? By rowing and pad- 
dling it. Do you think the boat would stop if they were to stop 
rowing and paddling ? Do you think the water in that stream is 
deep enough to drown those people if the boat were to be upset ? 
Do you think there are any fishes in that stream ? 

Will a stone sink if you put it into the water ? Will a piece 
of wood sink ? Why will the stone sink and not the wood ? 
Because the stone is heavier than water, and wood is lighter. 

If the boy should drop his paddle into the water, would it sink ? 
Why not? If the man were to drop his oar, would it sink? 
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ANOTHER BOAT. 

Now here we have another picture of a boat. Two boats — I 
see two boats in this picture, and two vessels. Do you see the two 
boats ? Do you see the two vessels ? 

One of the boats is going away from the shore. There is a 
man in it standing up. AYliat is he holding in his hand? His 
hat. What is he doing with it ? He is waving it. Do you see 
all the people on the wharf? Do you see them waving their hands 
and their handkerchiefs ? Do you know what they are doing it 
for ? It is to bid that man good-by. He is going away in that 
farthest vessel. He is going to sea. His ship is out in the river, 
and he is going to it in his boat. The people are waving their 
liands to bid him good-by. 

Do you see the boatmen in the boat ? Are they standing up 
or sitting down ? Are they rowing or paddling ? Do you see the 
oars ? Do they look like the oars in the last picture ? 

The boat is now going out from the shore. Soon it will turn 
and go toward the ship. Then the man will get into the ship, and 
the ship will sail away. They are spreading the sails already. 
Don't you see the sails spread ? 

Would you like to Bee this ship when she is sailing away? 
Presently I will show it to you, 

I see a small sail-boat near the great ship. It looks very small 
indeed. Do you see it ? AVhat makes it look so smaU ? It is 
because it is so far off. Would you dare to go and sail in such a 
small sail-boat? 
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Do you think the water is deep in this river ? I think it is 
very deep. What do you think is the reason why I suppose that 
the water is deep ? Because I see such large vessels sailing in it. 




What makes the ship move along over the water ? The wind. 
What part of the ship does the wind blow against? The sails. 
What are the sails fastened to ? The masts. Do you see the 
masts in the picture ? How many are there ? Do you see the 
ropes by which the sails are fastened to the masts ? There are 
lower sails and upper sails ; do you see the lower sails ? Are 
they spread ? Are the upper sails spread ? No, not yet. The 
sailors will spread them pretty soon, when the boat gets to the 
ship, and the man gets on board. Then the wind will blow 
against the sails, and the ship will sail swiftly away over the 
water. Should you like to know how the ship looks sailing over 
the water ? Turn over the le^f and see. 
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Do you see the ship sailing along? Do you see the sails? 
, Do you see how the wind presses against the sails, and drives the 
ship along through the water ? How many masts did you see in 
the ship in the last picture ? Do you see the three masts in this? 
Do you see the lower sails ? Do you see the upper sails ? Were 
the upper sails spread in the last picture? Are they spread in 
this picture ? 

Do you see the streamer flying from the top of the mast? 
Which is the tallest mast ? 

The ship has gone nearly across the ocean. It is now going 
toward the land. Don't you see the great city on the land where 
the ship is going? 
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Do you remember the picture I showed you of the room in the 
log cabin ? What do you remember about it ? How many per- 
sons were there in the room ? Was there any fire ? Who was 
sitting by the fire ? Was there a man in the room ? Had he 
just come in, or was he just going away? What was he do- 
ing? 

Was there a bed in the room ? Do you remember whether it 
was a wide bed or a narrow one ? Did we think that the boy 
slept in the bed? Where did we think that the boy slept? 
How did he get up to the loft ? 

Where do you think they get the logs that they make the log 
houses of? They get them from the trees that grow in the woods. 
They cut down the trees, and trim off the branches, if there are 
any, and then the stump of the tree forms a log. 

How do you think they get the trees along to the place where 
they are going to build a house ? They haul them there by means 
of oxen. What do they do with the branches ? They pile them 
up in great heaps, and then set them on fire, and bum them up. 

What do they build the fire-place and chimney of in a log 
house ? Of bricks or of stone. Why do they not build it of 
wood ? 

I am going to show you the picture of a log cabin that stands 
in a very pleasant place. Do you think it would look pretty to 
have some trees growing near it ? Do you think it would look 
pretty to have a brook near it ? Turn over the leaf and see. 
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Do you think it is a pretty log cabin ? Does it stand in a 
pleasant place ? Do you see the trees growing near it ? Do you 
see that the cabin is made of logs ? How did they get the logs 
to make a cabin ? Do you see the places where they cut the 
trees to make the cabin ? How many stumps can you see ? 

Do you see a brook flowing through the fields ? Can you see 
more- than one brook ? Is either of the brooks straight ? Is ei- 
ther crooked ? 

How many doors are there to this cabin ? How many win- 
dows ? Are there any curtains to the windows ? Do you see 
the chimney? 

Do you see any persons in this picture? Where are they? 
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Here is a picture of a housekeeper showing the colored woman 
how to make a pie. Do you think it looks as if it would be a 
good pie ? 




What is the housekeeper doing to the pie ? Do you think the 
pie has been baked yet ? How do they bake pies ? They bake 
them in an oven. 

On the next page is the picture of a colored man. What is he 
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doing ? He is driving a carriage. He has lost his way, and has 
got into the woods, and the branches of the trees come against the 
carriage so much that he can hardly get along. 

Do you see him taking hold of one of the branches ? What is 
he trying to do ? He is trying to push it away, so that he can 
get along. The snow is falling down upon the carriage, and some 
of it is coming down upon the colored man's head. 

Can you see the horses of this carriage ? Why not ? Can you 
see the reins ? Do you think it would be pleasant to ride through 
the woods in this way without any road ? 

How do they make a road through the woods ? They first cut 
down the bushes and the trees, and then smooth over the ground 
so that the wheels can go over it easily. Does snow make it 
easier or harder for the carriage to go ? Does it make it easier or 
harder for a sleigh ? 

What is the name of the front part of the carriage — ^the part 
where you see the reins passing over. It is the fender. What 
is the fender for? It is to prevent snow and mud from being 
throwfi into the carriage from the horses' feet. Did you ever see 
a fender in a carriage where you were riding ? 

There is an iron by the side of the fender. Do you see it ? 
What is it for ? It is for us to take hold of when we are getting 
into the carriage. 

Do you see the snow that has fallen on the carriage and on the 
trees? Do you see more snow coming down out of the sky? 
Where does the snow come from in the sky ? It comes from the 
clouds. Does it snow in winter or in summer ? 
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THE HORSE AND THE OX. 

Do you see these two animals harnessed together ? Are they 
alike? What is the one that is nearest to us? An ox. What 
is the other one ? Do you see the harnesses that are on them ? 
What is the harness for ? Can we see the wagon that these an- 




imals are drawing ? Why not ? Because it is not in the picture. 
Which way are these animals going, toward the right or toward 
the left ? On which side do you think the wagon is, toward the 
right or toward the left ? 

Is the man that is riding on the horse or on the ox ? Has he 
any thing for a seat on the back of the ox ? What is it called ? 
A saddle. What is the saddle for ? To make a smooth and easy 
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seat for the man to sit upon. Do you see where he puts his foot ? 
What is the name of the thing where he puts his foot ? The stir- 
rup. What is the stirrup made of? It is made of iron, so that 
it may be very strong. How is the stirrup fastened ? It is fast- 
ened to a strap that comes down from the saddle. Do you see 
the strap ? 

Do you see something round the neck of the ox ? What is it ? 
A collar. What is the collar for ? It is for the ox to push 
against as he walks along, and so draw the wagon. Do you see 
the broad straps which pass along the side of the ox from the col- 
lar to the wagon ? Do you know what these straps are for ? They 
are for the ox to pull by. 

Do you see a ring at the end of the strap, and then an iron 
chain ? What is the other end of this chain fastened to ? To the 
wagon. Why do they have a chain instead of a strap in that 
part for the ox to draw by ? Because a chain is stronger and 
cheaper than a strap of leather. Then why do you not have a 
chain all the way along the side of the ox to the collar ? Because 
a chain rubbing all the time against his side would hurt him. Do 
you think it would rub the hair off? Do you think that at last 
it would rub the skin off? 

Can you see the wagon this ox is drawing ? Can you see any 
part of it ? Yes, we can see the pole of it. 

Which do you think is the tallest, the horse or the ox ? Which 
has the largest tail ?' Which do you think is the strongest ? 
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THE SWARM OF BEES. 

Do you see this square box in this picture, standing on a shelf? 
What do you think it is ? It is a bee-hive. What is a bee-hive ? 

Do you see the bees fly- 
z''^)^i*::S^^^^SIkii£^."^SS'M^^^". ing about this bee-hive ? 

Do you see the hole where 
they go in and out ? It is 
down near the bottom of 
the bee-hive. 

What do the bees do in 
their bee-hive? They make 
honey. What do they make 
it of? They make it of 
the sweet juices of flowers. 
How do they get the juices of the flowers ? They fly about wher- 
ever they see flowers growing, in the gardens and in the fields. 
When they find some flowers, they alight upon them and suck up 
the sweet juices out of them. Then they fly away to their hive, 
and make honey of the juices there. What do they put the honey 
in when it is made ? In little cells of wax. Where do they get 
the little cells of wax ? They make them. Where do they get 
the wax? They make the wax too. Where do they get what 
they make the wax of? They get it out of the flowers. 

Did you ever see bees flying about among the flowers ? Did 
you ever see them alight, and put their heads down into the flow- 
ers to suck up the sweet juices, and then fly away again ? 
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Will bees sting ? Did a bee ever sting you f How does it 
feel when a bee stings a person? It feels like a sharp prick. 
Will bees sting any body that does not trouble them ? Very sel- 
dom. Sometimes they think a boy is going to trouble them when 
he is not, and so sting him under a mistake. What should we 
do when a bee stings us ? We should bear it patiently. The 
pain will soon be over. 

When the bees become too many for a hive, and the hive gets 
too full, what do they do ? A part of them go away. Do those 
that are going away go separately, one by one, or do they all go 
together in a company ? What is such a company of bees called ? 
A swarm. There is a swarm making ready to go away from this 
hive ; do you see them ? They are gathering together on the 
branch of a tree, clinging to each other. Presently they will set 
off together, and go away, an J see if they can not find some other 
place to live in and make honey. 

Do any other animals sting besides bees ? Yes ; wasps and 
hornets sting. Do butterflies sting ? Do any other animals make 
honey besides bees ? 

Who makes hives for bees ? Men. Why do they make hives 
for them ? So that the bees may make honey in the hives, and 
then, at the end of the summer, the men can get the honey. 
Where do the bees go when they have no hive ? They go into 
the woods, and find some hollow tree, and make their honey there. 
Sometimes men find these trees in the woods, and they cut them 
down and get the honey. 

The bees look very small in this picture. Would you like to 
see some bees plain and large ? 
2 . E 
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Well, here they are, plain and large. How many of them 

are there ? Which is the 
largest ? That one is the 
queen bee. 

How many wings have 
these bees? How many 
legs ? How many wings 
has a bird? How many 
legs? Can you tell me 
whereabouts the sting of 
the bee is? It is in his 
tail. 

If you were to see a bee 
in a garden, flying among the flowers, would it be safe for you to 
go and catch him, and see if you could find his sting ? Why not? 
Would it be safe for you to stand still and watch him, and see 
what he would do ? Would it be best for you to do that, or to 
scream and run away ? 

Suppose that a bee should happen to sting you some day, would 
it be much matter ? No, it would not be much matter. 
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Look at this picture of a taU tree on the next page. Don't 
you think it is a very tall tree? It is as tall as the steeple of a 
very high church or meeting-house. It grows out of a little 
thicket of plants and leaves. 
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Did you ever see such a tree as this ? 
No ; such trees do not grow in this part 
of the world. The stem is jointed. Do 
you see the joints? Are there any 
branches growing out of the stem ? Are 
there any branches growing out of the 
top? What do these branches look 
like ? I think they look like feathers. 

Do the branches of the trees that grow 
where we live look like feathers? Do 
you think they look like feathers ? 

Do you see that the branches of this 
tree all grow out from one place near 
the top ? Do the branches of the trees 
that grow in this country all grow out 
from one place in the tree? No, they 
grow out from different places all up 
and down the stem. 

How many branches can you count 
at the top of this tree ? 

Did you ever see a boy climb up a 
tree? What does he take hold of to 
climb up ? Could a boy climb up this 
tree by taking hold of the branches? 
Should you thinfc^hat any body could 
climb up such a tree as this at all? 
The savages that live where these trees grow can climb up to 
the top of them. Turn over the leaf and see. 
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Do you see the savage climbing up? 
Do you think the man who is climbing up 
is really a savage? What makes you 
think he is a savage ? 

Is he black or white? Do you think 
he has got halfway up the tree ? Do you 
think he will succeed in getting to the 
top t 

Do you see his two arms grasp the tree 
above? And do you see his two feet 
grasping the tree below? Do you see 
something, just below his arms, passing 
round the tree and round his body ? Do 
you know what that is ? It is a hoop. 
The savage uses this hoop to help him in 
climbing up the tree. Do you see how he 
can Iielp himself in climbing up the tree 
with this hoop? This is the way: he 
leans back against it to rest, and 
every time he climbs a little, he 
slips the hoop up higher and high- 
er, and so helps himself up the 
tree with it. 

Do you know what this savage 
is climbing up the tree for? Look 
at the top of it, among the branch- 
es, and see if you can see any 
thing there that you think he 
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wishes to get ? Do you see any thing round there ? What do 
you think it is ? It is a cocoa-nut. Did you ever see a cocoa- 
nut ? Did you know that cocoa-nuts grew on such tall trees ? 

Whom do you think <this savage is getting the cocoa-nut for ? 
Look all about the picture, and see if you can find any body that 
you think he is getting it for. 

Is the man at the foot of the tree a black man or a white man ? 
Is he dressed as the savage is dressed ? What is the difference 
in the dress ? Do you see what a broad brimmed hat he wears ? 
What do you suppose the reason is that he wears such a broad 
brimmed hat ? Because this is in a very warm country, and he 
wears this broad-brimmed hat to shade his eyes from the sun. 

Do you think that this white man could climb up such a tree ? 
Do you think he will pay the savage for going up and getting the 
cocoa-nut for him ? Do you think he ought to pay him ? Is it 
right to climb up trees in order to get the cocoa-nuts that grow 
on them ? 

How large is a cocoa-nut ? What is there inside of it ? How 
do you suppose the white man will get the cocoa-nut open ? Do 
you think he will give the savage some of the meat when he has 
cracked it open ? I presume he will not, for the savage can get 
as many cocoa-nuts as he wants for himself. 

Presently we shall come to the picture of another tall tree, and 
a boy climbing up who is not a savage. 

Should you think that the savages would be warm enough with 
so few clothes ? Is it a warm country that they live in ? 
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BIRD'S NEST. 

Here is a bird's nest on 

the branch of a high tree. 

How many old birds are 

there? How many young 

birds in the nest ? Do 

^^ you see the young birds 

opening their mouths ? 

'"? What are they opening 

^^' their mouths for? 

Do you see that one of 
the old birds ia feeding them ? Do you think that is the 
fathei'bird or the motlier-bixd tliat is feeding the young ones 
in the neat? I think it is the mother-bird. The father- 
bird is sitting on the branch a little farther along. 
f^ Do you think the old birds love th"e young birds that are 
' lying in the nest ? Can the old birds fly ? Can the young 
birds fly ? Do you think that the young birds will grow up 
by-and-by, and learn to fly ? Yes, they will leam to fly and to 
sing, and you will see and hear them, perliaps, some time in the 
fields and gardens. 

Will the old birds continue to take care of the young ones after 
they have learned to fly ? No, the young ones will then take care 
of themselves. 

I see another bird in this picture, but perhaps you can not find 
him. He is on the branch of the tree higher up. 
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Now here is the picture of a tall tree, with a boy among the 
branches climbing up. Do you see the boy 
climbing up 'i Is he very high ? What 
is he climbing up for ? To get the bird's 
nest. Do you isee the bird's nest on the 
tree ?

They arc tlirow- 
ing up sticks and stones to drive the bird 
away, so that the boy who is up in the 
tree may get the neat.

Which do

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Do you think that that is the father-bird or the mother-bird 
^at is flying about the tree and trying to drive the boy away ? 
I think it is the father-bird. Where do you suppose the mother- 
bird is ? I think she has gone away to get something for the lit- 
tle birds to eat. How do you think she will feel when she comes 
home and finds that the boy has robbed her nest, and that all her 
little birds are gone ? 

Is it right to climb up tall trees to get cocoa-nuts ? Is it right 
to climb up taU trees to get birds' nests ? Is it right to cKmb up 
trees to get apples ? Yes, if the apple-tree belongs to us ; if it 
does not belong to us, it is wrong.

Are banisters made to climb up upon V 
Is it right to climb up upon them ? ^^' 
Why not ? It is often dangerous. AYlicn 
children climb up upon them, they sometimes 
fall over, and hurt themselves dreadfully. 
Sometimes they break their limbs. What 
kind of children climb up on banisters ? Dis- 
obedient and foolish children. 

What are stairs made for ? Is there any 
thing else that is made for people to go up and 
down upon besides stairs ? Yes, a ladder. Whicli 
is most convenient to go up and down upon, stairs 
or a ladder ? 
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Now I am going to show you quite a funny picture. It is a 
picture of two persons riding on the same horse. Turn over the 
leaf and see. 
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Do you see them ? I think it is an old man and his daughter 
Lucy going to church. Lucy rides behind her father. 

Do you think the man has any other daughter ? Yes, he has 
another daughter, and her name is Jane. Jane is coming along 
the road, walking. By-and-by Lucy will dismount from the horse, 
and let Jane ride a little way. What do I mean by dismount f 

Don't you think it will be right and fair for Lucy to dismount 
by-and-by, and let Jane ride a little way ? Whenever two broth- 
ers or sisters have any thing good between them, it is right and 
fair that they should take turns in enjoying it. 

If Lucy is generous and good, she will wish to let Jane ride a 
little more than half of the way. If she is mean and bad, she 
will wish to ride more than half of the way herself. It is mean 
and bad for us to wish to have more than our share of what be- 
longs equally to us and to others. 

What is an umbrella for ? Do you think Lucy is holding up 
this umbrella to keep off the rain ? Does it look as if it were 
raining in this picture ?

Do you think that the boy looks good-natured or cross ? Do 
you think the girl looks good-natured or cross ? 

When we blow the fire, what is that we blow into it? Air. 
What effect does air have upon fire when it is blown into it ? It 
makes it bum faster. 

Can you see the andirons of this fire ? How many andirons are 
there ? Can we see both the andirons distinctly ? What is the 
reason that we can not see them both distinctly ? 

What do you think that boy can do to stop the smoke from 
coming out in the room ? He might open the window or the door. 
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What good would that do ? It would let more air come in from 
out of doors, and that would carry the smoke up the chimney. 
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Here are some people in a very dangerous place. Don^t you 
think it is a dangerous place ? 

Where are the people going ? What are they trying to do ? 
They are trying to go across a river on a log. Don't you think 
it is very dangerous to cross such a river on such a high log ? 

Do you think there is any danger that the log will break? 
Does it look like a good strong log ? Do you think there is any 
danger that they will fall off from it ? 

Do you see the water in the river flowing along ? Does it ran 
slowly or swiftly ? Do you see the rocks, and the water dashing 
against them ? 

Do you see any body else in the picture besides the two that 
are going across on the log ?

Have they got any body to take care of them ? Look all about 
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the picture, and see if you can discover saiy gentleman in it. 
What is the gentleman doing ? He is leaning back against a 
tree. Don't you think he ought to come and assist the ladies 
over the rocks ? 

What have the ladies got in their hands ? What are the poles 
for ? Where do you suppose those poles grew ? Who do you 
think cut them for the ladies ? 

Has the gentleman got any axe that you can see? Has he 
got any thing ? Do you see his gun ? Do you see the rocks on 
the bank of the river, all piled up high ? 

It was not the gentleman that got the ladies their poles. It 
was the servant. Do you see the servant in the picture? No, 
we can not see him Ib this picture, but we shall see him in the 
next picture.

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Here they are. The first is the genet. Can you remember his 

name? Do you think he is a 
pretty animal ? He is spotted. 
Do you see the spots on his 
back, and along his tail? Do 
you think the genet looks at 
all like a cat? In which do 

you think he looks most like a cat, in his head or in his tail ? The 

genet catches rats and mice. It runs after them into their holes. 

The next is the sable. The 
skin of the sable makes a very 
beautiful fur. Do you think 
the sable is a pretty animal? 
Does it look at all like the ge- 
net ? Wliich do you think is 
the prettiest, the genet or the

The next animal is the otter. 
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Now here are two more animals. Do you think they are pretty 
ones ? The name of the first one is the chinchilla. How do you 

like the chinchilla ? Don't you 
think he looks a little sly ? He 
is standing up on his hind legs. 
What cunning little paws ! Do 
you see his little paws ? What 
do you suppose he does with 
those little paws? I will tell 
you what he does with them. He digs in the ground with them 
to make himself a hole. See how prettily his tail curls up be- 
hind! 

And now here comes the last of .all the animals. There are 

five of them in all, and this is 
the last. It is the marten. 
He is walking up a big branch 
of a tree. See what a briDad, 
bushy tail he has ! Which do 
you think is the prettiest, a 
round tail or a broad and bushy 
one? 

Do you see how this marten 
is holding up his head? He 
is looking up. What do you 
think he is looking up for ? I think he is looking up to another 
branch of the tree, and that he is going to jump up. Should not 
you like to see him jump ? 
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Here is a picture of a man and a boy looking at a clock. Do 
you see the clock ? It hangs against the wall. Did you ever see 
such a clock as this hanging against a wall ? 

Do you see some things hanging down below this clock ? How 
many things are there ? Two of them are long, and one is round. 
Show me which is the round thing. Which are the two long 
things ? 

The round thing is called a pendulum. It swings back and 
forth when the clock is going. Did you ever look into a real 
clock) and see the pendulum swinging back and forth ? 

The two long things are the weights. Do you know what the 
weights are for ? They are to make the clock go. Do you un- 
derstand how the weights can make a clock go ? This is the way. 
Each one is fastened to the end of a string, and the other end of 
the string goes round the wheels of the clock ; so the weights being 
heavy, they pull down and make the wheels go round. 

And what do you suppose prevents the wheels from going round 
too fast? It is the pendulum. Do you see the pendulum of 
this clock ? The pendulum swings to and fro, and the wheels can 
not go round any faster than the pendulum swings. Why can 
not the wheels go round any faster than the pendulum swings? 
Because the pendulum is fastened to the end of an iron rod, and 
the upper part of the rod is connected with the wheels in such a 
way as not to let them go round any faster than the pendulum 
swings. 
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What else do you see that is remarkable in this picture ? Do 
you see a big jug ? Do you think this is a pleasant room ? Do 
you think it is a pleasant-looking boy ? Can you tell me what 
time it is by this clock ?

Should 
you suppose the place where they are sitting is their own proper 
seat, or has the teacher made them come and sit there for punish- 
ment? 

Do you think that is the teacher's purse? Do you imagine 
the boy found it in the school-house or out in the yard ? He has 
been out of doors, and I think it probable that he found the purse 
out of doors. What do you suppose it is that makes me think 
the boy has just come in from out of doors ? 

Is it right for the boy to take off his hat when he comes into 
the school and is going up to speak to the teacher ? Why is this 
right ? Because it is polite. 

The teacher has told those girls they must not get up from their 
seats, but one i» rising up a little behind the other, trying to see. 
Do you .think she can see the purse ? Do you think they can 
both see it ? 

The man who has lost this money is very sorrowful about it. 
He is a traveler. He took out his purse as he was going along 
the road, and dropped it. He was riding in a carriage, and he 
took out his purse to get some money to pay the driver of the car- 
riage, and when he went to put his purse back again, he dropped 
it, and it fell to the ground.

Now we are coming to pictures of some people that went to

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lamity. Do you know what a calamity is ? It is any thing bad 
that happens to you.

Here you see the people riding along in their carriage. How 
many horses are there ? Are they going pretty fast ? Don't you 
see how fast the wheels go round, and how the dust flies ? What 
makes the dust in the road ? It is made by the wheels of the 
carriages and the feet of the horses, which grind up the small stones 
and the earth, and make dust of them. 

How many people can you see in this carriage ? Are there any 
ladies? Are there any gentlemen? Do you see the colored man 
who is driving ? They are going along very well now, but pretty- 
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soon they will come to a bad bridge, and meet with the calamity^ 
Do you see ? The carriage is broken down, and the colored man 




is tumbling out head over heels. See the gentleman's cap flymg 
through the air ! 

What do you think these people will do now ? I don't know 
what they will do. I expect they will put something under the 
carriage, and try to mend it so that they can go on. Do you see 
what a bad bridge it is ? It is made by logs placed side by side 
along the road. Where do you think all these logs came from ? 

Which part of the carriage seems to be broken down, the fore 
part or the hind part ? Does the fore wheel appear to be broken ? 
No, the wheel itself is not broken ; it has only fallen oven It is 
something else that is broken. It is something under the car- 
Jiage that we can not see. 
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I can see one thing under the carriage. It is a little basket. 
Do you see it ? It hangs between the wheels. Let us look back 
to the other picture, and see whether we can find that little bas- 
ket there. 

What do you suppose the reason is why the people put aU those 
logs down on the road ? It is because there was a very wet and 
muddy place there. What good do the logs do there ? They 
prevent the wheels of the carriage from sinking down into the 
mud. Is that a good effect or a bad effect ? What had effect do 
you think the logs would have ?

Is the little girl's grandfather 
kind to her, do you suppose ? Look in his face, and see if you 
think he is a kind grandfather. Does he look pleased to find that 
his little grandchild can walk ? Does the boy look pleased ? Do 
you suppose that boy is the little girl's brother ? 

The grandfather has a very comfortable chair to sit in. There 
is a cushion on the seat, and another against the back of the chair. 
The back cushion is to lean against. 

Do you see the lattice-work by the side of the door ? That is 
what they call a trellis. It is for vines and plants to climb on. 
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Do you think this Kttle girl can walk very well? Why can 
not she walk very well ? Because she is so young. Is that the 
reason why her grandfather can not walk very well ? What is 
the reason why he can not walk well? Because he is so old. 
Do you think the little girl will ever walk any better ? Will she 
learn to walk better ? Will her grandfather ever walk any better? 
Why can not he learn to walk better as well as the little girl ? 
Can old people learn ? Not very weU. Can young people learn ?

I think the boy ought

open. It is a large gate, 
and very heavy. It has a beam along the top of it. At one end 
of the beam are two boards with stones between. What do you 
suppose those stones are for ? They are to balance the gate, and 
prevent the other end from bearing down too heavily, and so 
breaking the hinges. 

When a gate bears down too heavily on the end, it swings and 
breaks the hinges. Did you ever swing on a gate ? Is it good 
fun to swing on a gate ? Are people generally willing that boys 
should swing on their gates ? Do you know why not ? 

Do you see that this gate is formed of bars ? How many bars 
are there ? Do you see a bar that goes in a slanting direction 
from one comer of the gate to the other ?

No, he could not. The picture is only to make you laugh. A 
bear can do a great many curious things, but he can not do this. 
Do you think a man, even, could go over a fence in this way, with 
a pumpkin on his head, and corn-stalks under his arm ? 

Do you see the corih- 
field beyond the fence ? I 
see another pumpkin in the 
picture besides the one that 
is on the bear's head. Do 
you see it? Do you see 
the vine where this pump- 
kin is growing? And the 
large leaves ? Did you ever 
see a pumpkin growing in 
a garden ? 

Do you see the shadow 
of the bear on the path be- 
fore him ? 

Do you like to see pic- 
tures of bears ? K you do, 
I will show you another 
one. It is a picture of two young bears playing together. 
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See what sharp claws they have got ! They are not quarreling ; 
they are only playing. They are very careful not to hurt each 
other, although they are bears. Do boys often hurt each other 
when they are playing? Do kittens? Do dogs? Do bears? 
No, only boys. All animals have more consideration when they 
are at play than boys have.

Do you see a shop in the picture ? Do you see the sign over 
the window?

I will tell you what that sign is : it is Millinery, They 
keep millinery to sell in that shop. What does millinery mean*? 
It means bonnets, and ribbons, and all such things. Look and 
see if you can see any of the bonnets hanging up in the window. 

The boy was going to the millinery-shop to buy a piece of rib- 
bon for his mother. Wliat color do you think the ribbon was 
which the boy was going to buy ? It was green. 

Which do you think is the prettiest color, red, or blue, or green? 

Can we see the door which leads into the millinery-shop ? No, 
we can not see it. It is round the corner. 

Do you think it is wrong for this girl to take the boy's money 
away from him, and push him down, and then run off, leaving him 
crying ? If I were there, I would go and help him up, and tell 
him not to cry, and make that girl give him back his money. 
Would not you ? 

How do they light the streets in dark nights in the cities and 
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towns ? By lamps and lanterns. How do they place the lamps 
and lanterns ? On tall posts at the comers of the streets. What 
are these posts made of? Of iron. 

Let us look back and see the lamp-post in. the picture. It has 
a sort of box on the top, with glass sides to it. The light is in- 
side of this box.

Do you think it will do any good for the boy to stay sitting 
here on the side-walk crying ? What, then, do you think he had 
better do ? I think he had better get up and go home as fast as 
he can. 

Is there any body in sight besides the boy and girl ? 
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Here is another picture of a street in a town. Look at it and 

see if you see any lamp-post. I 
see one, only I think that this 
lamp-post is made of wood and 
not of iron. In country towns 
they commonly make the lamp- 
posts of wood.

Do you see the light shining a 
little in the lantern on the top of 
this post ?

Well, here it is. Do you see the man ? He is kneeling down 
and is going to draw something with chalk on the floor. 
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Which hand must we hold any thing in when we are marking 
with it ? Is this man holding the chalk in his right hand ? 

Kneel down on the floor, and hold out your hands as this man 
is holding his, and show me how he is marking. 

What is the boy doing? He is looking on. He is stooping- 
down a little so as to see better. He is resting his hands upon 
his knees. Can you stand so, resting your hands upon your 
knees, and looking down upon the floor ? 

When a boy's father is going to explain any thing to him, 
ought he to listen attentively ? Do you think that this boy is 
listening attentively? How do you like this boy? Do you 
think he is a good boy ? 

Should you like to see what this man is going to draw upon 
the floor ? Look attentively, and see if you can see any marks. 
No, we can not see any marks. Why can not we see any marks ? 
Because the man has not made any yet. He is just beginning. 

What else do you see in this picture? Do you see a large 
round thing back in the corner ? Do you see a big pitcher? Do 
you see a black bottle ? Do you see a shelf up high ? 

The large round thing in the corner is a hogshead. It is set 
there to catch the water from the roof of the house. How do you 
suppose I know that it is set there to catch the water ? Because 
I see the spout above where the water is to come down. Do you 
see the spout? Is there any water coming down through the 
spout now ? What do you suppose is the reason ? The reason 
is because it is not raining. 

When it rains the water falls on the roof of the house, and then 
runs down through the spout into the hogshead. 
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What is the reason that the chalk makes a mark when you 
draw it along a board ? Because some of the chalk comes off on 
the board where you draw it along, and that makes a white line. 
Suppose you make a mark with coal, what sort of a mark would 
it be ? Black. 

Did you ever make a mark on paper with a pencil? What 
color is the pencil-lead ? It is of a dark color. And what color 
is the mark that it makes ? The mark is dark too. 

Did you ever make a mark on a slate with a slate-pencil? 
What color is the slate-pencil? It is dark. What color is the 
mark that is made by the slate-pencil? It is almost white. 
Don't you think it is curious that, although the slate-pencil itself 
is dark, the mark that it makes on the slate is almost white ? 

What is chalk? It is a kind of stone. Is it harder or soft- 
er than other stones ? What is slate ? That is a kind of stone 
too. Which is the hardest, chalk or slate? Which is the 
whitest ? 

Did you think that the boy in the last picture is attentive to 
what his father is going to explain to him ? Ought children al- 
ways to pay attention when their fathers or mothers are explain- 
ing any thing to them ? Are they always attentive ? 

Look over at the next picture, and tell me what you observe in 
it. Do you know what that boy is doing ? 

Which is the best thing to mark with on a floor, chalk or a 
pencil? Why is chalk best? Because the pencil would make 
the mark too small ? Which is the best thing to mark on a slate 
or on paper ? Why ? Because the chalk would make the mark 
too large. 
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He is learning to count. Who 
do you think that is that is teach- 
ing him to count? His father.

What is he sitting upon ? Do you think it is a pretty music- 
stool ? Do you see the piano which this music-stool belongs to ? 
Who do you suppose brought the music-stool to the table, and 
then lifted the boy up and set him upon it ? I see his little foot 
hanging down. Do you see it ?

Some countries in the world are very cold. The fields there 
are covered with snow, and the rivers and seas with ice.

What can you do in the summer that you can not do 
in the winter ? 
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Here is a picture of a place in the cold countries, with the sea 
all covered with ice. Do you see the great cakes of ice ? 




There are two vessels among the ice. They are frozen in. 
They will have to stay in the ice till the next summer. Then the 
ice will melt a little, and perhaps they can get out. 

The men have made roofs over the vessels to keep out the 
snow. They have made two huts also on the ice, and also a tent. 
One of the huts has a flag flying over it, but I don't think you 
can find the other one. Do you see the men going about aU over 
the ice ? * 
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Here, now, is a picture of a house in the cold countries. There 
is a snow-storm. Don't you see the flakes of snow falling thick 




through the air? What makes the roof of the house look so 
white ? There is snow on the ground too. 

Do you see the water? Where is the water ? Do you see the 
mountains beyond the house ? Is there snow on the mountains 
too ? I see another house back among the mountains. Do you 
see it ? 

Would you like to live in such a cold country as this ? Why 
not? 

There are a number of curious animals that live in the water 
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and on the ice in these countries. Here is a picture of one of them. 
., _ He has got two names. I will 

tell you what his two names are, 
and you can tell me which is the 
best name. One of his names is 
walrus^ and the other is morse. 
Which do you think is the best 
name? 

The bear lives generally on 
the ice, but sometimes he goes 
into the water. The walrus lives 
generally in the water, but some- 
times he climbs up on the ice. He is on the ice now. There 
are more walruses upon the ice besides this one. 

The walrus swims in the water almost like a fish. Look at his 
paws. They are almost like the fins of a fish. They are made 
so on purpose that he may swim in the water. He can not walk 
very well on the land or on the ice, and so he never goes far away 
firom the margin of the water. 

The walrus has two . hooks hanging downward from his nose. 
Do you see the hooks ? What do you think they are for ? They 
are to hook upon the edge of the ice when he' wants to climb up. 
I think this is very curious, don't you ? Would not you like to 
see a walrus climbing up on the ice by means of his hooks? 
His hooks are called tusks. 

This walrus is looking off at a distance very earnestly. He 
thinks he sees somebody coming. If any body is really coming, 
he will plunge down at once into the water. 
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WARM COUNTRIH^. 

Besides the cold countries in the world, there axe some very 
warm countries. In these warm countries it is always wiEurm, and 
trees and plants grow very large. 

Here is a picture of a place in one of the warm countries. 
Don't you see how large the plants and trees are growing, and 
what large leaves some of the plants have ? 
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Do you see the water, and do you see the boats along on the 
margm of it ? 

The woods are very thick in these warm countrieH. Somtitinics 
they are so very thick that it is almost impossible to get through 
them. There are a great many curious animals in these woods. 
Here is one of them. What do you think this is ? It is a sort 

of monkey. Do you see his 
tail? He can wind his tail 
round the limb of a tree, and so 
hang by it. Do you know what 
he does that for V He hangs by 
his tail so that he may reach the 
nuts^'that grow on the trees. He 
lives on nuts. He likes them 
very much. 

Do you see his hands ? They 
are very much like men's hands. 
His arms are very long. He can 
take hold of the branches of a 
tree with his hands, his feet, and 
his tail, and so he can climb 
about among the branches as easily as you can walk up stairs. 

Do you think a monkey can hold a nut in his hand ? Look at 
him, and see if you think he can hold a nut in his hand. Would 
you like to see a monkey holding a nut in his hand ? 

He can hang his whole weight by his tail, curling it round a 
branch, and letting go with his feet and hands. He is doing so 
now. What a strong tail !

What do you think this next picture is ? It is a picture of a 
hunter encamping in the woods. . Do you see a little tent that he 
has made under the trees ? Would you like to go under such a 
tent? Do you think you could make such a tent with chairs 
and a sheet or blanket ? 

Has the hunter got a gun ? What do you suppose he has been 
doing with his gun? He has been shooting a deer. He has 
hung the deer under a tree. 

How many dogs has this hunter got ? Do you see any thing 
else that the hunter has got ? 

Do you see any more guns about this tent ? Then do you sup- 
pose there must be more hunters near ? Where do you suppose 
the other hunters are ? I suppose they have gone into the woods 
to get some wood to put on the fire. 

Do you see the fire ? What is the fire for ? It is to cook the 
meat of the deer. Do you think the fire burns pretty well? 
What is a fire made of? Where do you suppose the hunters 
get the wood to make the fire ? Do you think they have got an 
axe to cut the wood with ? Do you see the axe any where ? 
Neither do I. I think the other hunters have got it. 

Would you like to have a fire like this on the margin of a 
wood? 

Should you want an axe too ? Should you want a gun ? If 
you had such a fire as this, and some apples, you might put the 
apples down upon a flat stone before the fire, and roast them. 
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What is the tent made of? It is made of cloth. What is the 
doth spread over ? Poles. Do you see the poles of the tent in 
this picture ? Where do you suppose the hunters got the poles to 
make the tent of? I suppose they cut them in the woods with 
their axe. 

Some of the poles are set upright in the ground. Other poles 
go across. Should you think it was easy to make a tent? 

Which is best, a tent or a house ? Then why does not a hunt- 
er make a house instead of a tent ? Because he has not time. 
A man can make a tent much quicker than he can make a house. 

If the hunter were to make a house in this place, do you think 
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he could carry it with him when he wishes to go away? Can he 
carry his tent with him ? Why can he carry a tent more easily 
than he can a house ? Because a tent is very light. How does 
he carry the tent ? He takes off the cloth, and rolls it up, and 
then he puts the poles together, and ties them. Then he can put 
the tent in his wagon, and go away with it to the next place.

This is a picture of a sailor-boy climbing up a mast. Don't 

you think he has got up very high? 

How does he climb up ? Do you 
see the ladder ? What is the lad- 
der made of? It is made of ropes. 
There are up and down ropes, and 
there are cross ropes. Which does 
he take hold of with his hands, the 
up and down ropes, or the cross 
ropes? And which does he step 
upon with his feet ? 

Why is it necessary for the sail- 
ors and the sailor-boys to go up so 
high on the mast of the vessel ? 

So as to spread the sails, and also 
to take them in. When do they 
take the sails in ? When the wind 
blows wrong, or wh^n it blows too hard. Suppose they dhpuld 
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not take the sails in when it blows too hard, what would happen?

SWIMMING IN THE WATER. 

Do you remember that I showed you a picture of a walrus? 
Did I teU you about his swimming in the sea from one great cake 
of ice to another ? 

Do you remember about his tusks? Did his tusks point up 
or down ? Do you remember what his tusks were for ? Did he 
have good legs and feet for walking on the land? What, then, 
were his feet for ? For swimming in the water. 

There are a great many other animals that can swim in the 
water. Some of them are very pretty. We shall see some in 
the next picture. 
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Here is one. Don't you see him standing on the bank of the 
brook ? Do you See his tail curling round on the ground ? The 




name of this animal is the water-i-at. T^iey call him so because 
he looks like a rat, and yet lives in the water. Don't you think 
he looks like a rat ? 

He has a hole some where in the ground, but he goes down 
into the water very often and swims about there. I can see a 
water-rat in the water now. Do you see him? His head just 
reaches above the water. Do you think the one that is swim- 
ming in the water is swimming toward the land or away from the 
land ? Where do you think he is going ? Perhaps he is coming 
out on the land to keep company with his mate. 

Do you think that this is a pretty animal ? Look at his little 
claws. What do you think he does with such sharp claws? 
He digs his hole in the ground with them. 
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Now here is a picture of two more water animals. Do you see 
what long noses they have got ? Have they got tails ? Can you 




see botli their tails ? Do you think that the one in the water has 
got a tail ? 

Do you see the flags growing on the bank of this brook ? I 

see the trunks of two trees. They are in the back part of the 

picture. Do you think that these trees have got tops to them ? 

' Yes, only we can not see the tops, for they do not come in the 

picture. 

I think this is a very pretty place. The water looks smooth 
and still. Would you like to go and play by this water ? Do 
you think it would be a good place to sail a boat ? 

There is one thing I like about this pond, and that is that the 
bank slopes gradually down toward the water, so that you can go 
very near the edge without falling in. 
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A BOAT floats on the water, and people sail in it. How many- 
people are there in the boat which we see in the next picture ? 

One man is paddling. Do you see his paddle ? Is the place 
where the man is paddling in the forward part of the boat or in 
the hinder part ? It is in the hinder part. 

Do you see the boy that is sitting in the boat ? What has he 
got in his hand? What is he doing with the stick? Would 
you like to be sitting there where he is, and playing in the water ? 

The boy must be careful not to lean over too far, and fall out of 
the boat into the water. I think that water is very deep. It 
would be dangerous to fall into such deep water. 

When people are sailing in a boat, it is necessary to sit pretty 
still, for the boat is very unsteady if people move about in it. 
What do you suppose makes it so unsteady ? It is because it is 
floating on the water. 

How do you think they make a boat ? Sometimes they make 
it of a log by hollowing it out. I think this boat was made of a 
log hollowed out. It looks like a log-boat. 

Sometimes they make boats of boards. How do you suppose 
they fasten the boards together ? They nail them. First they 
make a frame, then they fit the boards to each other and to the 
frame, and then they nail them on, and that makes the boat. This 
is a much better way than hollowing out a log. 

Da they have seats in a boat ? How do the seats go ? They 
go across from one side of the boat to the other. CSan you see 
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the seats in this boat ? Do you think that there must be some 
seats in it ? 

I see a house on the bank of the river. How many windows 
are there in it ? How many chimneys ? Is there a piazza to 
this house ? Is it on the front side or on the back side ? 

Do you see a man standing on the shore? What do you 
think he is doing ? He is calling out to the people in the boat. 
Do you think they hear him ? What makes you think they do 
not hear him ? 

What do you suppose this man wants of the people in the boat ? 
I think he wants them to come back, and let him get into the 
boat, aad go with them where they are going. Where do you 
think they are going? 7^ think they are going across the river. 
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Now here is another picture of a boat. This boat belongs to 
sayages. Do you see the savages in it ? How many savages 




are there ? Are there any white men in the boat ? How many ? 
What is the white man doing ? What are the savages doing ? 

One of them is paddhng. Do you see the one that is paddling ? 
One of them is pushing with a pole. Which is it that is pushing 
with a pole ? One is holding up a spear. Do you see him stand- 
ing up and holding up the spear ? 

What do you think he is going to do with the spear ? He is 
going to throw it. He is going to throw it at an animal in the 
water. Can you see the animal ? Can the man see it, do you 
think? What is the reason that we can not see the animal? 
Because he is down under the water. He is swimming away as 
fast as he can. 
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Do you think the white man that is sitting in the boat is watch- 
ing him ? 

Here is another picture. Is this a boat which this man is 
sailing on ? What is it ? Where do you think this log grew ? 
Do you see the round end of it, where it was cut off? 

The man is standing on the 
log, and pushing himself along 
with a pole. Which is the best 
way, do you think, to paddle or 
to push with a pole ? 

Do you think it is safe for this 
man to go out over such a deep 
river as this on a log? If the 
log should roll in the water, what 
do you think would become of 
him? 

I see another log lying on the 
shore of the river, a great way 
off. Do you see it ? It looks 
very small. Do you think it is really small, or does it only look 
small because it is a great way off? 

The man's trowsers are striped. What has the man done to 
prevent his trowsers from getting wet at the bottom ? He has 
turned them up. Do you see where they are turned up ? 

Do you think the wind is blowing ? I think it is. What 
sign do you see which would indicate that the wind is blowing ? 
The man had better take care, or else the wind will blow him off 
the log. 
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Do you think the water in this river is pretty deep? Do you 
think it is very deep indeed ? I do not think it is very deep in- 
deed, for if it were this man could not reach the bottom of it with 
his pole. 

Do you think the wind is blowing in this picture? What 
makes you think that the wind is blowing ? Suppose the wind 
were to blow this man's hat off, what do you think he would do ? 



THE BOY AND HIS DUCK. 

Look, now, at this picture on the next page, and tell me what 
you think it is. Do you see the little bird that the boy has got ? 
What bird is it ? It is a duck. Is a duck a bird ? Yes ; all 
animals that have two wings, and two legs, and feathers, are birds. 

Did you ever see a bat ? A bat has wings, but he has no 
feathers, and so he is not a bird. 

What do you think this boy is doing to his duck ? He is feed- 
ing it. What is he feeding it with ? Do you think it is with 
crumbs of bread, or with kernels of corn, that he is feeding his 
duck ? I think it is with kernels of corn. If he was feeding his 
duck with crumbs of bread, don't you think that we should see the 
piece of bread in his other hand ? 

What is it that we see in his other hand ? Has the basket got 
a handle to it ? What do you think is in the basket ? Would 
that be a good basket to go a straw berrying with ? How long 
do you think it would take you to fill that basket with straw- 
berries ? 
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I see a watering-pot by the side of the door of the house. Do 

you see the watering- 
pot? What else is 
there standing by the 
door? Do you remem- 
ber a picture in this 
book of a poor wom- 
an who had a broom? 
Was it such a broom 
as this? What ha*d 
that poor woman been 
doing with her broom ? 
Do you think that this 
broom is used to sweep 
the streets? I think 
it is used to sweep the 
walks in the garden. 
The watering-pot is to 
water the flowers, and 
the broom to sweep the 
paths. 
Don't you think that 
"-'■- " must be a pretty gar- 

den, with the flowers all watered and the walks swept so nicely ? 
Is the door of this house open or shut? Who do you suppose 
left it open ? Is it right for boys to leave the doors open ? Yes, 
sometimes it is right. Is it right to leave the doors open in the 
summer ? Why ? Is it right to leave the doors open in the win- 
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ter ? Why not ? Is it summer or winter in this picture ? I see 
something in the house through the open door. Do you see it ? 
Do you see the vines and creepers running up over the door ? 



KEEPING ACCOUNTS. 

Here is a picture of a woman writing and keeping accounts. 
Do you see her pen? Do you see her inkstand? Do you see 

the great book which she 
is holding with her left 
hand ? 

She is writing. She has 
some sheets of paper on the 
table before her, and she 
is writing something upon 
them. 1 think she is copy- 
ing something out of the 
great book. She looks in 
the great book to see what 
is there, and then copies it 
on the sheets of paper to send away. 

How do people write with a pen ? They dip the pen into the 
inkstand, and then, when they take it out, a little ink comes up 
with it. Then, when they move the pen along the paper, the ink 
comes off on the paper, and that makes the mark.^ Some time 
when I am writing I will show you exactly how it is. It is very 
curious.

Do children blot their paper usually when they are writing? 
Do grown people blot their paper ? No, not very often. What 
is the reason why children almost always blot their paper, while 
grown people do not ? It is commonly because they dip the pen 
into the ink too far. What harm does this do ? This makes the 
pen take up too much ink, and then, when they begin to write 
with it, the ink runs down and drops upon the paper. Some time 
when I am writing I will show you exactly how this happens. 

When you are old enough to begin to learn to write, must you 
dip your pen far into the ink ? Did you ever try to write with a 
pen ? Did you ever try to write with a pencil ? Which is the 
safest for a child to write with, a pen or a pencil ? Why ? 

Would you like to learn to write ? Do you think you should 
be careful, and only dip your pen a very little way into the ink, 
so as not to make a blot on your paper ? 

Do children generally ink their fingers when they are writing ? 
Do grown persons generally ink their fingers? What do you 
suppose the reason is that children generally ink their fingers 
while grown persons do not ? I will tell you what the reason is. 
It is just the same thing that makes them blot their paper — dip- 
ping their pen too far into the ink. How does this make them 
ink their fingers ? I will tell you how. When they dip their pen 
in too far, the ink comes up upon the pen so high as to reach the 
place where the fingers come, and so the fingers get inked. Do 
you understand how it is ? When you are learning to write, you 
must only dip your pen in the ink a very little way, and then you 
will not ink your fingers, for the ink will not come up high enough 
to ink them. 

V 
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Do you see this boy in the next picture that has fallen into the 
water? How do you suppose he came to fall into the water? 
I suppose that he was playing on the bank, and that he came too 
near, so that he slipped and fell. Don't you think the bank is 
pretty high and steep ? 

Children very often slip and fall into the water when they go 
too near. You must be very careful, when you see any water in 
the fields, not to go too near. If you do, you may fall in. 

What do you suppose this boy went so near the water for ? 

What do you suppose he is holding out his hand fdr ? I think 
he wants that boy on the bank to help him out ? Do you think 
that boy looks as if he were going to help him out ? Don't you 
think he ought to help him out ? 

I think he ought to help him, but I don't think he will. He 
looks like a bad boy. Do you see that his clothes are ragged? 
That is not a sign of a good boy. Good boys are careftd of their 
clothes, and keep them clean and whole. 

If you see a boy that is ragged, do you think it is certain that 
he is a bad boy? No, it is not certain. It may be that his 
clothes are worn out, and that his mother is sick and can not 
mend them for him. 

Does the water in this brook run swiftly, or is it pretty still ? 
What makes you think it is still? Do you see the flags and 
bulrushes growing in the margin of it ? Do you see the steep 
bank?

Do you think that 
the boy in the water 
can climb up that steep 
bank alone, if the boy 
on the bank will not 
help him ? What do 
you think he had bet- 
ter do ? I can tell you 
what I think he had 
better do. I think he 
had better wade along 
a little way down the 
brook until he comes 
to some place where 
the bank is not very 
steep. In that way he 
can find a place where 
he can get out easily. 
Which do you think 
would be best for him, 
to do that, or to stand 
still, and scream, and 
cry ?

Do you think there is any danger of that boy being drowned ? 
Can a boy be drowned while he is standing up that way in the 
water? No, a person is never drowned unless his mouth and 
nose are under the water so that he can not breathe. 
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Here is a child standing up on something high. Do you see 
what it is that she is standing on ? 

Do you see how square and smooth the top of the stump is ? 
That stump was once a great tree. Who do you think cut the 
tree down ? 

What do you suppose this child is going to do ? Do you think 
that that is a gentle horse ? Does he look as if he were afraid of 
the dog ? Does the girl look as if she were afraid of the dog ? I 
think the dog is waiting for the girl to mount her horse and ride 
away ; then he will go along too, running and jumping about. 

Do you think the girl will be able to mount the horse alone ? 
What does mount mean ? What word like mount is there to de- 
note getting down from a horse ? 

Do you know what this girl's name is ? Neither do I ; but we 
will call her Miranda. 

Do you see any body near to help Miranda mount the horse ? 
Is the place where she is near the house or out in the fields? 
Should you think that Miranda would be riding alone in the 
fields without any body to take care of her ? 

I think there must be somebody near by, who is coming pretty 
soon to help her mount the horse ? I think she is waiting for him. 
Do you think she looks as if she were waiting for somebody, or 
does she look as if she were going to mount the horse herself alone ? 

Is Miranda holding the bridle of the horse ? Which hand is 
she holding it in ? What is that she is holding in the other hand ? 
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Do you think her dress is pretty ? Describe it to me. 
Has her hat a broad brim or a narrow brim ? What is the 
advantage of a broad-brimmed hat ? 

What is the bridle for ? What is the riding-whip for ? 

Now we will turn over the leaf, and I will show you another 
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picture of riding. We will see whether it is Miranda riding along 
after she has mounted her horse. 
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No, it is not Miranda. This rider is a boy. His name is Ju- 
lius. Is the horse the same ? What is the difference between 
the two horses ? Do you like this horse ? Which do you think 
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is the prettiest horse ? Which do you generally like best, a white 
horse or a black horse ? 

Is this boy holding the bridle of his horse ? Which hand is he 
holding it in ? Has he got a riding-stick ? Which hand is he 
holding his riding-stick in ? What is he doing with his left hand ? 

Do you think this horse has got a pretty mane and tail ? Do 
you think he is a gentle horse? What do you suppose makes 
him hold down his head ? Perhaps there is a fly biting him on 
his knee, or perhaps he is a Httle impatient to go on. 

Do you see what the boy is waiting for? Is the other boy 
coming directly toward him ? No, not exactly, but he will turn 
in a minute, and tnen come on to where Julius's horse is stand- 
ing. He did not know exactly where Julius was. He could not 
see him a moment ago. Julius was hidden behind the tree. 
Julius rode round behind the tree on purpose to hide. He is 
looking back now, to see if the other boy sees him. 
. Did you ever hear of playing hide and go seek on horseback 
before ? How would you like to play hide and go seek on horse- 
back? 

Do you see a house in this picture ? What makes the house 
look so small? Do you think it is really a large house or a small 
house ? / think it is a large house. What do you suppose the 
reason is why I think it is large ? It is because I see so many 
windows. 

Do you think that this is the house where the two boys live ? 

What a long and flowing tail this horse has ! Is a long, flow- 
ing tail like this of any use to a horse ? Yes, it is of great use to 
him. He brushes off the flies with it. 
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Here is another picture of riding, and you can tell me whether 
you think it is Miranda riding along. 




No, this is not Miranda. This rider is a boy too. Do you 
think it is Julius ? No, it can not be Julius. Is this boy riding 
a horse? Yes, he is riding a kind of a horse called a pony, A 
pony is shaped differently from a common horse. He is smaller too. 

This boy is mounted on a pony, and is riding along a road. 
Where was Julius riding ? This boy wears a cap on his head. 
Do you remember what Julius wore ? This boy has a short jacket 
on. I believe that Julius had a frock-coat. We will look back 
and see. 

Do you see a building in this picture ? Is it a house ? What 
do you think it is ? Do you see a fence ? Do you think it is a 
good fence? What is a fence for? Do you think any animal 
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could get througli or under this fence ? What animal ? A sheep. 
Do you think any animal would be strong enough to push against 
it and push it down? What animal? An ox. Do you think 
that any animal would be active enough to jump over it ? What 
animal ? A horse. Do you think that any animal would be nim- 
ble enough to climb over it ? What animal? A boy. 

Now here is one more picture of riding. This is a very curious 
picture indeed. Is this a horse tliat this child is riding on ? 

Don't you think that this is a 
very pretty dog? Do you think 
it is a good, patient dog, to allow 
this child to ride upon his back ? 

Does the child look afraid ? Do 
you think she looks as if she were 
pleased ? Where do you think she 
1^, got that httle whip ? 

Do you think the dog begins to 
be a little tired? I think so, for 
his tongue is out. When dogs get 
tired, and are hot, they open their mouths and put out their tongues. . 
So do oxen ; but horses do not. Don't you think that, since the 
dog begins to be tired, the girl ought to get off and let him rest ? 
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Now, if we turn over the leaf, we shall come to a large picture 
of a waterfall in a pretty wood. 
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Here it is. Do you see the waterfall ? Do you see the wood? 




Do you know what makes a waterfall ? I will tell you what 
makes it. When a brook or river, as it runs along, comes to a 
place where the land or the rocks go down suddenly and steep, 
the water falls over, and that makes the waterfall. 

What becomes of the water after it has fallen over ? It flows 
along in its bed till it comes to the next place where there is a 
fall. Sometimes the bed or channel where it flows is deep, and the 
water goes through it boiling and foaming. 

In some parts of the world there are waterfalls very higk Some 
of them are higher than the steeple of a church. 
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Do you see this gentleman and lady sitting on the rocks at the 
foot of the waterfall ? The gentleman is pointing at something 
for the lady to see. What do you think it is that he is point- 
ing at ? I will tell you. He is pointing at the water as it flows 
away, boiling and foaming, along its bed below. the waterfall; but 
we can not see it. 

I see a bridge across this stream, just above this waterfall. 
Would not you like to go over this bridge, and look down and 
see the water falling ? Should you be afraid ? 

I see a large house. Do you see it ? Do you ihink that this 
gentleman and lady live there? Do you see the little dog that 
they have got with them ? He lies down at tlieir feet. He is 
looking up in their faces. He is tired of staying there, and he 
wishes to go on. The moment he saes the gentleman and lady 
beginning to move, he will jump up and run on before them, leap- 
ing and rejoicing. He will run to and fro in the bushes, while the 
gentleman and lady walk along the path. 

I see some animals lying on the grass in the field, in front of 
the great house. They are so far off that we can scarcely see 
what they are. They have branching horns. I think they are 
deer. Deer have branching horns. Did you ever see any real 
deer? Would you like to see a picture of deer, nearer and larger? 



DEER. 

We will turn over the leaf, and then we shall see how a herd 
of deer look racing together through the woods. 
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This is the way the deer look racing through the woods. One 
of them has branching horns. That is the male deer. The others 
are the female deer. 




The whole herd are running away. They seem to be afraid. 
What do you think th#y are afraid of ? I think tliey hear some- 
body coming. One of them is looking back. 

Deer are very easily frightened. They are timid animals. Do 
you know what tiinid means ? It means easily frightened. 

Is a sheep a timid animal ? Is a bull a timid animal ? A bear? 

Do you think that a cat is a timid animal ? What makes you 
think she is not ? 

Do you think that a mouse is a timid animal ? What makes 
you think he is ? 

The deer can not only hear people when they are coming, but 
they can smell them a great way oft When a wild deer thinks 
he smells any one, he is much alarmed. He lifts up his head 
high, and smells the wind, and looks about very eagerly. 
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This is the way a vrild deer looks when he thinks he smells 
somebody, or hears them coming. He is afraid they are coming 
to shoot him. 




This is a very wild and rocky place where this deer is. Ueis 
standing in the water. The deer are not afraid of water, though 
they are very much afraid of men. If the water is too deep for 
them to wade, they can swim. 



WOLVES. 

Do you think that wolves are timid animals ? No, they are not 
timid at all. They are bold. If they see a man coming, or hear 
him, instead of running away from him they run at him, and tear 
him to pieces if they can, especially if they are hungry. They 
are very fierce and bold. 
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Here is a picture of a man frightened dreadfully by a pack of 
wolves. The wolves are coming to seize him and devour him. 
See how fierce they look ! They are barking and howling terribly 
as they come on. 

Look at the man's feet, and tell me what you see. He has 
skates on. What has he been doing ? He has been skating on 
the ice. Do you see the ice ? Do you see how smooth it looks ? 
Do you think it is summer or winter in this picture? What 
makes you think it is winter ? 

Do you see this old tree near the man? Are there any leaves 
on it? What do you suppose is the reason why there are no 
leaves on it ? 

Do you think it is day or night in this picture ? Is it a dark 
night or a moonlight night ? Do you see the moon ? 

It seems to me that this is a very lonesome place. I wonder 
that this man should be out skating in such a lonesome place as 
this in the night. Don't you ? The wolves, I suppose, came out 
of the woods to attack him. I suppose that they saw him as 
they were prowling about. 

Wolves are very fierce beasts. They look like dogs, only they 
are not dogs. They look like dogs, but they are not like dogs in 
character. The dog is the friend of man, but the wolf is his ene- 
my. The dog is faithful and true ; the wolf is treacherous and 
savage. Which do you like best, dogs or wolves ? Did you ever 
see a real wolf? 

If this man had a gun, he could shoot these wolves. At least 
he could shoot some of them, I suppose, and the rest would run 
away. 
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Don't you think 
those that were not 
shot would scam- 
per off when they 
heard the gun? 

What number 
of wolves do you 
see? One of them 
has tumbled over 
on the ice. I sup- 
pose it is because 
the ice is so slip- 
pery. In trying 
to turn suddenly 
round toward the 
man, he has fallen 
down. 

Or perhaps the 
man knocked him 
down with a blow 
of his foot. Which 
do you think most 
probable ? 
If this man had a gun, or even a good club, perhaps he could 

drive the wolves away ; but as it is, I don't know what he will do. 
I think he had better turn round and skate away as fast as he 

can go. Do you think he can skate as fast as the wolves can 

run ? 
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THE DOLL. 

The last picture was quite frightful to see, but here is one that 
is not frightful at all. It is the picture of a child putting her doll 
into the cradle. 

What a pretty little cradle she has got ! Do you see the rock- 
ers ? I suppose that, after the girl has put the doll into the cra- 
dle, and covered her up, she will rock her to sleep. Perhaps she 
will sing her a song. 

What do you think of this doll ? Do you think it is a pretty 
doll ? See her little feet ! Has she got stockings and shoes on ? 
Do you think the girl is old enough to make her doll a pair of kid 
shoes ? 
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The cradle is on rockers. Are all cradles on rockers ? What 
are the rockers for ? 

This is what is called a basket-cradle. Do you know why it 
is called a basket-cradle ? Because it is made of willows woven 
together like a basket. Do you see the top of the cradle, that 
comes up high over the place where the baby's head lies ? What 
is this top made so for ? So as to shade the baby's eyes when he 
is going to sleep, and to keep things from falling down upon his 
face. 

Do you see any other things in this room? What do you 
think the pitcher and basin are for ? 



BALLOON. 

I AM going to show you next a picture of a balloon — a great 
round balloon going up into the air. 

Did you ever see a balloon? What shape is this balloon? 
What is it made of? It is made of silk, very thin. It is a great, 
round silk bag, as big as a small house. What is it for ? It is 
to go up in the air. How do they make it go up in the air? 
They fill it full of a kind of air that is very light, and that makes 
the whole balloon so light that it goes up in the air itself. 

Did you ever blow soap-bubbles ? A balloon goes up in the 
air like an immense bubble. 

When it gets up pretty high in the air, iib begins to look very 
small. Turn over the leaf, and we shall see the picture of a bal* 
loon going up in the air, and some children looking at it. 
2 L 
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Look, now, in the picture, and see if you can see the balloon. 
Which is it? Do you see how high it has got up in the air? 
Do you see how small it looks ? 




Is the balloon exactly round? No, it is shaped like a pear, 
with the tip downward. And then there is something hanging 
to it below. Do you know what that is that is hanging to it ? 
It is a sort of basket — a very large basket, big enough for several 
men to sit in. That is where the people sit who go up in the 
balloon. 

Do you know why they do not go inside the great ball? I 
will teU you why. It is because they could not breathe there. 
The kind of air that the balloon is filled with is not good to 
breathe. 

Besides, they could not see. Do you think you could see if 
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you were in the middle of a great round bag ? Don't you think 
it is better for the men to go in the great basket that hangs be- 
low the balloon ? 

Do you know what this basket is called that is hanging to the 
balloon ? It is called a car. Do you know how the car is fast- 
ened to the balloon ? Look closely at the picture and see. Do 
you see ? It is hung below the balloon by small ropes. Don't 
you see the small ropes ? There are a great many of them. 

Why do you think it is that they have so many ropes ? It is 
so as to be sure to have the car fastened to the balloon very strong. 

There are some men in the car going up into the air. Look 
closely, and see if you can see the men. No, we can not see them 
very well, because they are up so high, and look so small ; but 
we can see the flags flying. They are holding out some flags over 
the edge of the car, and waving them in the air for the people to 
look at. Do you see the flags ? 

See how high up the men are that are sitting in the car ! They 
are so high up that we can scarcely see them. The balloon car- 
ries them up by its lightness. It would be a dreadM thing if 
the car were to break off from the balloon, and the men to fall to 
the ground ; so they fasten the car to the balloon with a great 
many little ropes, in order to make the fastening strong. These 
little ropes go all over the top of the balloon in a kind of a net, so 
as to cling to it very closely and not let it get away. 

Do you see these two children looking at the balloon ? There 
is a man near them. The man does not care any thing about the 
balloon. He is a traveler, and he has lost his way, and he is ask- 
ing the children which way he must go to get into the town. 
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I know he is a traveler by the pack which he carries on his 
back. That is his knapsack. He carries his clothes in his knap- 
sack. Did you ever see a real knapsack ? Soldiers wear knap- 
sacks sometimes. 

Which do you think would be the easiest way of carrying 
things, by a knapsack on the back or by a bundle in the hands ? 
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Here is a picture of a boy and a donkey. Did you ever see a 
real donkey ? What long ears ! 

What is the boy doing with the donkey? The donkey is 
standing near the water, and the boy is kneeling down by the 
side of him. What do you think he is going to do ? 

He is putting down his hand toward the water; He is going 
to take up some of the water, and throw it upon the donkey's feet 
to wash thenv. Do you think the donkey will like to have the 
water dashed-np a little on his feet ? 

The donkey is a very patient animal. Do you see how patient 
he looks ? He is a very patient animal indeed. He will let you 
bridle him, and put a saddle on him, and mount upon his back, 
and then he will carry you about wherever you wish to go. He 
can carry a very heavy load. 

Which do you think is the largest, a horse or a donkey? 
Which would you rather have to ride on ? Which would be the 
easiest to mount ? Which do you think it would be most dan- 
gerous to fall from ? Why ? 
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There are some other animals very much like a donkey in looks, 
but they are so wild that you can not do any thing with them. 

They are not patient 







and gentle like the don- 
key. 

Here is a picture of 
one of them. He is a 
kind of a donkey, only 
he is so wild that peo- 
ple can not do any thing 
with him. Don't you 
see how wild he looks ? 
He is capering about, 
and running away, and 
looking around very an- 
He would bite you, and kick you dreadfully, if you were 
to go near him. 

This animal has a very curious name. 
ga. He has stripes on his back. 

But here is a picture of another kind of wild donkey that has 
not got any stripes on his back ; but he is just as wild as the 
quagga. See him galloping away over the rocks. He thinks 
he hears some men coming to catch him, and so he is galloping 
away. 

Which do you think is the prettiest animal, the quagga or the 
donkey ? I think the quagga is the prettiest animal, but he is 
not so good. T think it is much better to be good than pretty. 
Don't you think so ?

His name is the quag- 
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These wild donkeys live in the woods. They roam ^bout 

there in troops, watching 
all the time, and listen- 
ing, and if they hear any 
men coming they gallop 
away. 

Sometimes men catch 
them. How do you sup- 
pose they manage it ? I 
will tell you how they 
manage it. They catch 
them when young, and 
then keep them till they 
have grown up ; but they never can make them really tame. 

How do you suppose they keep them ? They keep then gen- ' 
erally in great iron cages, but sometimes they keep them in a lit- 
tle yard, with a strong iron fence all around it. 

Which do you think is the largest, a donkey or a horse? 
Which do you think is the strongest ? Which is the strongest, 
an ox or a horse ? Which is the swiftest ? Which do you think 
can draw the heaviest load, a yoke of oxen or a pair of horses ? 
Which do you think can travel the farthest in a day ? 

Do people ride on the backs of oxen ? Do they ride on the 
backs of horses ? What do you suppose the reason is that they 
ride upon horses and not upon oxen ? 

Now we will turn over the leaf and see what comes next. 
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Here is a picture of a blind man by the wayside begging. 
Look at his eyes. Don't you see that he is blind? The boy 
looks almost blind too. 




The blind man is holding out his hat. What do you suppose 
he is holding it out for ? Do you think there is any thing in his 
hat? I think there may be some money in his hat. H there is 
any money in it, how do you suppose it came there? 

Do you think the boy has got any money in his hat? What 
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do you suppose the blind man and his boy do with the money 
when they get any ? 

Do you suppose the blind man and his boy have a gopd time 
sitting so by the side of the road begging ? I suppose they have 
a pretty good time. The blind man amuses himself by listening 
to the soimds of tlie people going by, and by his curiosity to know 
if they will give him any money. Then when he gets any money 
he is glad, and when he goes home at night he buys himself some 
supper with it. 

He has a good stout cane to walk with. I suppose his boy 
leads him generally, but when his boy is not with him he feels his 
way along with his cane. 



APPLE-WOMAN. 

Here is another picture of a person sitting by the road-side. 
But this is different from the last. That was a man. Is this a 
man ? That one was begging. Is this one begging ? What is 
she doing? Do you think her apples look large. and good, or 
small and poor ? 

Is any body buying this woman's apples ? No ; but she is 
waiting patiently for customers to come. What are customers ? 
They are people who come to buy. Do you think this woman's 
customers wiU be generally grown people or children ? 

Some of the woman's apples are in a basket, and some are in a 
pile on a bench. Which do you think are the best, those in the 
basket or those on the bench ? 
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Do you know what the price of the apples is ? There is a lit- 
tle stick with a paper on it, and the paper is marked with the 
price of the apples. Let me look and see if I can read the mark. 
One cent. The apples are one cent apiece. Do you think that 
is dear for them? I do not think it is dear. I think they are 
pretty large apples for one cent. 

Behind the woman is a tall iron post. Have you seen such 

posts in this picture-book be- 
fore ? What do you think it 
is for? What is the- cross- 
piece which we see just be- 
low the lantern for ? Do you 
suppose that the woman chose 
her place near this lamp-post 
so that she might see by the 
light of it to sell her apples in 
the evening? 

The woman is smoking a 
pipe. Do you see the smoke 
curling up into thie air ? 

How do you suppose the 
woman gets her apples ? Do 
you think they grow on her 
trees, or does she buy them 
of the gardeners? Greneral- 
ly, the apple-women in large 
towns buy their apples of the 
gardeners. 
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The apples on the bench axe piled up in a very pretty way. 
Do you see how they are piled up ? They are in the form of a 
pyramid. Do you know what the form of a pyramid is? It 
make^ a square at the bottom, and a point at the top. 

Do you see that this pile of apples make a square at the bot- 
tom, and comes to a point at the top ? That makes it of the form 
of a pyramid. 

How many sides of the square at the bottom can you see?' 
How many apples are there on each side ? 

If you had a great many apples, do you think you could pile 
them up in this way in the form of a pyramid ? How many ap- 
ples do you think it would take to make such a pyramid as this ? 
See if you can count. 

Do you think the lamp on this lamp-post is to bum oil or gas ? 
I think it is to burn gas. Do you know what makes me think 
so? Because there is no place in it to hold any oil. There is 
only a slender pipe coming up in the centre of it for the gas to 
come through. 

How is the gas lighted ? The lamp-lighter comes around every 
evening wiih his ladder, and climbs up, and opens the lantern, 
and lights the gas where it comes out of the hole at the end of the 
tube. How doQS he get the lantern open ? One side of it opens 
like a door. 

Do you think the apple-woman has a good time sitting by the 
wayside selling her apples? Yes, I think she has a very good 
time generally. ' How does she have a good time? It amuses 
her to see the people going by in the street, and then, when cus- 
tomers come and buy her apples, she is glad. 
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Here is a picture of CaBsar. Which do you think is Csesar ? 
Caesar is Lucy's dog. Which do you think is Lucy ? 
Lucy is feeding him. She has got something in a bowl that 
she is feeding him with. What do you imagine it is ? 

Does Lucy look pleased? Does Lucy smile? Does Caesar 
smile? Do you think he likes bread and milk? 

Lucy's sister Mary is sitting by. Which is Lucy's sister 
Mary ? What is she doing ? 

Do you see 
that fine long 
apron she has 
on ? Tell me 
which of the 
aprons fits the ' 
best, Mary's or 
Caesar's. 

Who do you 
suppose put on 
Caesar's apron? 
Lucy's cousin 
John, who is 
standing by. 

Do you see 
John? What 
is he doing ? 
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Do you see the kennel where Caesar sleeps? What is a ken- 
nel ? Has it a door ? Do you see the roof of it ? Is the roof 
flat or slanting ? Why is the roof made slanting ? 

Do you see a chain hanging down by the side of the kennel ? 
What do you suppose this chain is for? 

Should you think the dog would like to be chained up every 
night ? 
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Do you remember some pictures of donkeys in this book? 
Were some of these donkeys wild ? 

What was the name of the wild donkey ? Which did you 
think was the prettiest, a donkey or a horse ? Which do you 
think is the largest ? 

Which is the strongest, a horse or an ox ? Which is the swift- 
est ? Which has horns ? Which has the longest tail ? Which 
do you think is the most patient? The ox is the most patient. 
He is very patient indeed. 

What do they generally use horses for ? What do they gen- 
erally use oxen for? 

What do you think the reason is why they use horses more for 
journeys, and for riding in carriages, than oxen ? Because they 
go faster. 

What do you suppose the reason is why a horse can go faster 
than an ox ? One reason is because he is lighter and more slen- 
der in form. 
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Ah ! here is a curious picture. It is a picture of a horse, an 
ox, and a donkey, all harnessed together, and drawing the same 




wagon. Which is the horse ? Which is the donkey ? Which 
is the ox ? 

Which has horns ? 

Do you see that fiinny-looking boy that is driving the wagon ? 
Has he got a whip ? What has he got instead of a whip ? 

How many wheels can you see of this wagon ? How many 
more do you suppose there are besides the two Aat you can see ? 
Can you see any part of the other two ? 
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Do you see what this boy has got on his wagon ? Bundles of 
straw. Where do you suppose he got this straw ? I suppose he 
got it in the field, and is going with it to the bam. Do you think 
he has got a large load ? It seems to me his load is very small 
for so many animals. How many animals are there ? 

His horse goes prancing along as if he wished to go faster, but 
the ox can not easily keep up. 

Do you see the stumps by tlie side of the road? Did you 
know these stumps were once trees ? Do you see the roots spread 
out over the ground? How do you suppose those trees came to 
be cut down ? 

Do you see any trees in the picture which are not cut down ? 

Do you think trees are pretty ? Do you think stumps are pretty ? 

Do you think there is any way to get the stumps out of the 
ground ? Yes, men can dig about the roots, and then pry them 
out. Sometimes they have a great machine, and take hold of the 
top of the stump with it, and then tear them out by force. 



PLAYING. 

If several children were playing together, and another child 
should come to the place, do you think they ought to ask her to 
come and play too ? Why ? Because we ought to do unto others 
as we would have others do to us. K you were to come to a place 
where some other children were playing, would you like to have 
them ask you to play with them ? 

Turn over the leaf, and we shall see a picture about it. 
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Do you see the boys in this picture playing? Do you know 
what they are playing? They are playing with a ball. One of 




them is just going to roll the ball. Look at all the boys, and see 
if you can tell which it is that is going- to roll the ball. 

Are all the boys that you see in the picture playing? How 
many are there that are not playing ? Yes, there are two ; one 
of them is sitting down, and the other has come to see him and 
talk with him. 

The one that is sitting down is named Greorge. The one that 
has come to see him is Joseph. 

Do you see what it is that Greorge is sitting upon ? Is he sit- 
ting upon a bank ? What makes you think it is a log ? 

There is something the matter with Gkorge Do ybu know

what it is ? What do you observe in the picture which makes 
me think that there is something the matter with him ? 

Can you see the whole of the crutch ? What is a crutch for ? 
Do you see the cross-piece that goes across at the top of it ? What 
is this cross-piece for? Is the cross-piece straight or curved? 
Why is it curved? 

Do you know what Joseph has come to see George for ? He 
is asking him to come and play with the rest of the boys ; but 
George can not come and play. Do you see why he can not play 
ball with the other boys ? Because he is lame, and can not run 
about and play as they can. 

So Joseph, instead of going back again immediately, is stop- 
ping to talk with George, and keep him company. 

If ever I see a lame boy, if I can do any thing to l^elp him or 
please him, I will.

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the girl is going to do with it ? I presume she is going to caxiy 
it home, and keep it to play with. 

Do you think she ought to make a bed for her kitten to sleep 
in ? How could she make a bed for her ? She could put a bas- 
ket, or a flat box, in a corner, and then put in some cloth to make 
a bed of. 

Do you think she ought to feed her kitten ? What can she 
feed her with ? What can she put the milk in when she wishes 
to feed her kitten ? I see something round in the picture. It is 
lying on the ground. Do you see it ? It looks like a plate. I 
think it is either a plate or a saucer.

Because 
then, in great showers of rain, the Httle streams of water that axe 
running about all over the ground would run into the house. 
Did you ever see the little streams of water running on the ground 
when it was raining fast ? 

In order to prevent these streams from running into the house, 
they build it up a little way, and then they must have steps to 
go up to the door. 

Do you think this is a pretty picture ? 

I hope that girl will be very careful and not hurt her kitten. 
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THE WATER-SIDE. 

Here, now, is a picture of a boy and girl by the water-side. 
What do you think they are doing ? 

The boy is fishing. See! see! he is just catching a fishl 
Don't you see the fish's head just coming up out of the water ? 

What is the girl doing ? What is it that she is holding in her 
hand ? Do you see more clothes lying down by her side ? What 
is she doing with those clothes ? She is washing them. What 
posture is she in? She is kneeling. What posture is the boy 
in ? Do you know what I mean hy posture f 

What is the girl kneeling upon ? Upon a board. Where do 
you suppose she got that board ? I suppose she brought it down 
with her, so as to have something to kneel upon, instead of kneel- 
ing on the sand, and gravel, and wet ground. 

What harm would it do to her dress to kneel on the ground ? 
What harm would it do to her knees? It would hurt them. 
Don't you think it is better for her to have a smooth board to 
kneel upon ? 

There is a basket on the ground behind the girl. What do you 
suppose that basket is for? 

There is a mug on the ground behind the boy. What do you 
suppose that mug is for ? I suppose it is to put the bait in. 

Do you see a curious thing lying on the ground among the 
clothes on this side of the girl ? What do you suppose it is ? It 
is a beater. The girl beats her clothes with it when she is wash- 
ing' them. 
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Is the girl attending to her washing now, or is she looking at 
the fish ? Do 70U think the boy is glad that he has caught a 
fish ? Do you think ^the girl is glad too ? 

I see something oi the fishing-line, a little way up above the 
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water. Do you see it? It looks like a little swelled place on 
the line. Do you know what it is ? It is 2i float. Do you know 
what a float is ? It is a small light thing fastened to a fishing- 
line to prevent the hook from sinking too deep into the water. 

Do you understand how the float prevents the hook from sink- 
ing too deep into the water ? This is the way. The hook sinks, 
and the line goes down until the float comes to the water, and 
then it can not sink any farther, for the float is so light that the 
hook will not draw it down. / 

Here is a picture of a fish. He swims with his fins and "with 

., . his tail. Do you see his 

^ . fins? Do you see his 

tail? He has got little 

scales aU along his back. 

Don't you see the little 

scales ? Do you see his 

eye? Do you think he 

""^^'^ '-^' ' has another eye ? Where 

is it ? Do you see his little mouth ? 

Do you know why a fish is made so long and slender ? It is 
in order that he may go easily and smoothly through the water. 
He swims about through the water near the bottom of it, trying 
to find something to eat. 

Do you think that the fish can see when he is swimming about 
down deep in the water ? What makes you think he can see ? 
Could you or I see if we were down deep in the water ? No, not 
very well. And do you think the fish can see very well? Yes, 
he can see very well indeed. What is the reason that the fish 
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can see so well when we could not ? Because the fish's eyes are 
different from ours. The fish's eyes are made to see in the wa- 
ter with, but ours are made, to see with in the air. 



HUNTING A BEAR. 

Did you ever see a picture of bears ? Have you seen any pic- 
ture of bears in this book ? Were they fighting or playing ? 

What are bears good for to men? Their skins are good to 
make robes of for sleighs, or to make great-coats of for men who 
are traveling in the winter, when it is very cold. What else are 
bears good for ? The meat is very good when it is roasted. 

Do you know how men hunt bears in the woods ? They go 
to hunt them with dogs and guns. What do you think the bear 
does when he sees them coming ? I will tell you what he does. 
He generally runs away, and tries to climb up into, a tree. 

Can bears climb ? Yes, they can climb up very high. Can 
monkeys climb ? Did you ever see a picture of a monkey climb- 
ing? 

What do bears climb with? They climb with their claws. 
They have very sharp claws on every foot. 

What do monkeys climb with ? They climb with their hands, 
and their feet, and their tails. Do you remember how the monkey 
curled his tail around the branch of a tree, and held himself up by 
it, hanging down ? 

Turn over the leaf, and we shall see a picture of men hunting 
a bear, and the bear climbing up into a tree. 
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Do you see the bear ? Don't you see how high he has climbed 
up into that great tree? He is standing on a branch. Do you 
see a smoke coming up behind him ? Where do you suppose 
that smoke is coming from ? Look down at the foot of the tree, 
and see if you can not discover where the smoke comes from. 

It comes from a fire that the man is building at the foot of the 
tree. The tree is hollow. Don't you see the hole in the bottom 
of it ? There is another hole at the top, where the smoke and 
sparks are coming out. The hole goes all the way up in the mid- 
dle of the tree, and so the smoke and sparks from the fire which 
the man is building below go up through. What do you think 
the man is making this fire for ? I think he is making it to bum 
the bear and make him come down. I pity the poor bear. Don't 
you? 

Do you see the man that is pointing his gun? What is he 
pointing at ? Do you think he will hit the bear ? 

There is a bullet in the gun. Do you know what a bullet is ? 
It is a small round ball made of lead. It is very heavy. When 
the man fires the gun, the bullet will fly through the air like a 
small round stone, and if it hits the bear it will kill him. 

Then what do you think will happen ? The bear will tumble 
off the tree and fall to the ground. 

Then what will the men do ? They will contrive some way to 
drag the bear off to their camp, and then they will cut off some 
of the meat and roast it by the fire. They will roast it by hang- 
ing it from a stick before the fire. 

Would you like to see how the camp looks with the fire, and 
the men around it, and the bear lying on the ground. 
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Here they are in this great picture. Do you see the bear ly- 
ing down upon the ground dead ? Do you see the dogs sitting 
by, all around him ? How many dogs are there ? The dpgs are 
watching the bear. Do you suppose they think it is possible for 
him to come to life again ? 

Do you see the camp-iire ? How many men are there sitting 
around it ? How many more men are there coming ? Do you 
see the horses ? 

Did you see the horses of these men in the last picture ? No, 
they were out of sight. What do you suppose is the reason why 
the horses were out of sight in the last picture ? Because, as soon 
as the men saw the bear, they left the horses in the woods, and 
went after him till they drove him up into that great tall tree. 

They will take off the skin of the bear, and make a good warm 
covering of it to spread over them at night when they are sleep- 
ing in the woods. And what do you think they will do with the 
meat ? They will roast some of it at their fire for supper. 

Do you see the stick set up before the fire to roast their meat 
by ? They will cut off slices of the meat, and hang it fi*om that 
stick, and so roast it by the fire. 

Have these men got any thing to drink ? One of them is smok- 
ing a pipe. Do you think they are talking together ? Look at 
them, and see if you think they are talking. Do you know what 
they are talking about ? They are talking about what a time they 
had in killing the bear. 

Do you see what sharp claws the bear has ? Do you suppose 
that those sharp claws help him in climbing trees ? How do you 
suppose they help him ? 
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ANOTHER KITTEN. 

Here is a picture of two children. What are they doing? 
They are playing with a kitten. They are drawing an apron- 
string along the ground, and the kitten is running after it. Do 
you see the apron-string, and do you see the apron ? 

The kitten plays with the apron-string just as she would with 
a mouse. Do you suppose she thinks it is a. mouse ? 

Do kittens like to play ? Do you suppose these girls are play- 
ing to amuse the kitten or to amuse themselves ? 

Which do you think is the oldest of these two girls ? Which 
do you think likes best to play with the kitten ? 

Where are these girls ? Are they in a house ? Are they in a 
garden ? No, they are in a field. Beyond the girls I see a pair 
of bars. Do you suppose that those girls cUmbed over those bars 
in coming into the field ? I do not suppose they did. Do you 
see any other way by which they might come into the field be- 
sides getting over the bars ? I see an opening by the side of the 
bars. Which side of the bars is the opening, on the right hand 
or on the left hand ? 

Don't you think it is strange that this kitten should be so far 
away from the house? Do cats and kittens often go far away 
firom the house where they live ? Do dogs ? Yes, dogs go wher- 
ever their masters go, however far it may be firom home. 

I see a wind-mill on a hill. Do you see the sails of the wind- 
mill ? How many sails are there ? How many sails can we see ? 

Do you know what the sails of the wind-mill are for ? They 
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are to make the wind-mill go round. How do tney make it go 
round ? The wind blows against them, and they are shaped so 
that the blowing of the wind makes them go round. 

Do you see the door of the wind-mill, and the steps leading up 
to it? 
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Here, on the next page, is a mother teaching her daughter to 
think. 

There are some flowers on the table. Do you see them ? The 
lady has been putting them in water to keep them fresh. Lucy 
has come to ask her why it keeps them fresh to put them in wa- 
ter, and her mother is explaining it to her. 

When the flowers are growing in the garden, something watery 
comes up out of the ground into the roots, and then goes up the 
stem into the flowers, and makes them live and grow. When 
they are gathered and brought into the parlor, and put in water 
there, the water goes up the stem into the flower just as it does 
from the ground when they are growing in the yard. 

This lady likes to have Lucy ask such questions, and she likes 
to answer them. This makes Lucy think. 

Don't you think this is a pleasant place where Lucy and her 
mother are sitting ? Tell me what things you see in the room. 

Do you see the cushion lying on the floor? I rather think 
Lucy has been playing with that cushion. 

Do you see the flowers on the table ? Some are in a tall vase. 
Others are in a low and broad one. Which do you think is the 
prettiest ? If you had some flowers, do you think you could ar- 
range them prettily in a saucer? 

Does Lucy's mother like to have her ask questions? Yes, she 
does when she is not busy. I like to have you ask me questions 
when I am not busy. 
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Suppose I am very busy reading or planning my work, do you 
think I can answer your questions very well ? Why not ? Be- 
cause, when I am reading or planning my work, I have to think 
of my reading or of my work, and then, of course, I can not think 
of the answers to your questions. 

When I am only sewing, or knitting, or taking a walk, can I 
answer your questions then ? Yes, because I can do those things 
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without thinking of them, and so, while I am doing them, I can be 
thinking of the answers to the questions. 

Do you think you ought to come and ask me questions when I 
am -talking with another person? Do you think you ought to 
come when I am reading ? When I am writing ? 

Is it right to ask me questions when I am taking a walk in the 
garden with you alone ? 

Whenever I am not busy you may ask me questions, and I 
will answer them, and explain every thing to you as well as I can.
